CORP. TANNER’S SUCCESSOR 


MAJOR MERRILI’S COMMISSION 
SAID TO BE READY, 
THE COMING COMMISSIONER TALKS VERY 
FREELY ABOUT TANNER AND THE 
CAUSES OF HIS FAILURE. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—It is understood that 
® commission for Major Merrill of Massachu- 
setts as Commissioner of Pensions was made 
out to-day and forwarded to the President at 
Deer Park to-night. 

Major Warner says he wishes to deny emphat- 
ically that he ever had a conversation in which 
he said: ‘“‘Tanner Knocked an end out of the 
Pension Bureau and there isa Conemaugh Valley 
flood rushing through. I am asked to stand in 
frout of that stream and attempt to stem it. 
The conservative, level-headed sentiment of 
the country has unfortunately arrived at the 
conclusion that the Pension Oftice as adminis- 
tered during the past few months was a ma- 
chine for the destruction of the surplus. If I 


try to satisfy the people I will offend the old 
soldiers, and if I try to satisfy the old soldiers I 
will offend the people.” 

He says these sentiments are not his, and 
their manifest impropriety as coming from him 
should show the absurdity of his having given 
voice to them. While the language used in the 
interview may not be exactly the same used by 
Major Warner, there is good reason to believe 
that it conveys correctly the sentiments ex- 
pressed by him to a friend, without thought 
that they would be given to a newspaper 
writer. 

Boston, Sept. 19.—In an interview to-day 
Major George S. Merrill, who is to succeed Cor- 
poral Tanner as Pension Commissioner, spoke 
at considerable Jength upon the circumstances 
leading up to Tanner's ‘retirement and his own 
appointient. Major Merrill says that he has at 
no time desired the office, but it was thrust 
upon him and he had to take it. 

**Jim Tanner is @ warm personal friend of 
mine,” said Major Merrill, ‘*vut the trouble 
with him in the Pension Oflice was that in his 
efforts to rerate and reissue pensions be neg- 
lected the other work of the bureau. Despite 
all the assertions that he was doing such a 
tremendous amount of work, he’ really 
accomplished less work than his predecessor. 
During his tirst eighteen weeks in office he 
was absent eight weeks. There was a clique 
among. bis clerks, and if its work ever at- 
tracted his attention he never showed any dis- 
approval, There were twenty-six employes in 
this combination, aud they secured tor them- 
selves either rerating or reissues running from 
$400 to $6,000. The recent invéstixation in- 
stituted by Secretary Noble showed that the ac- 
tion taken in twenty-three of these Gases Was 
contrary to the law and the facts, 

“He tad freaks whivh were wholiy unac- 
countable. Once while out West he meta pen- 
sion agent who said his allowance for clerk hire 
was insuiticient. ‘I’ll fix that,’ said the Com- 
missioner. When he got back to Washington he 
sept out a circular to the pension agents of the 
country, asking them it their allowance 
for cierk hire was_ satisfactory. Agent 
Peech of this city rephed that his was enough 
for the present, but the probable increase in 
work would warrant bim in asking for $500 
more. He was given $1,500. When Secretary 
Noble learaed of this circular he sent for Tan- 
ner and as<ed him if he kuew he would exceed 
the appropriation. * Yes,’ said the Commissioa- 
er, ‘but when Congress meets we will ask 1t to 
cover this deficiency.’ “The Secretary did not 
like that wayof doing business, and a circular 
was sent out to the agents telling them they 
must Keep within the appropriation, and if they 
had incurred expenses on the strength of Tan- 
bers tirst circuiar they must retrench in order 
to makeit up. In some instances the retrench- 
ment compelled the discharge of regular em- 
pioyes of the office.” 

«An instance of the Commissioner’s Violation 
of the law was his treatmentof a case that arose 
in New-York. An arwy officer there obtained a 
turlough and drew $100. A day or two later 
his body was found floating in New-York Bay. 
The Coroner's jury said-he bad been murdered. 
Shortly. after, his -widow applied - for: a Pont 
sion dn. the: ground’ ‘that pain rom 
injuries ‘incurred in ‘active service had 
driven her husband to commit suicide. Every 
Examining and Revising Board iu the Pension 
Bureau rejected the-claim. Tanner'approved it: 
The attention of the President was directed to 
the matter, and he asked Tanner what it méant. 
Tanner in glowing language pictured a widow 
and her orphan children on one side and a grow- 
ing surplus on the other, but the President told 
him there must be no sentiment about this Ad- 
ministration, and I believe the claim was re- 
jected,” 

Major Merril) says Tanner has been offered a 
choice of three ‘\piaces. He may be Register of 
the Treasury, Cogsul at Melbourne, or Marshal 
of the Brooklyn’ District. He is disinclined to 
accept any of these, saying he has been offered 
$5,C00 a year by a private corporation. Hehas 
been urged to. accept as a “ vindication” an ap- 
pointment, showing that tho Administration 
believes in his integrity. 

An explanation offered here of Tanner’s ec- 
centricities, is that he drinks more whisky than 
is good for him, in order to subdue the pain he 
sutters from old wounds, 


DEER PaRkK, Md.,” Sept. 19.—President Har- 
rison has not entirely given Major Warner ap. 
He has asked him to reconsider bis declination, 


and it is stated from the White House cottage 
that Presidant Harrison himself does not know 
— who will be Commissioner of Pen- 
sions.

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THE YORKTOWN’S HANDY WORK AND 
FAST SPEED. 


Newport, R. L, Sept. 19.—The maneuvring 
tests of the United States cruiser Yorktown 
have been completed. The crutser has exhibit- 
ed all the remarkable turning qualities which 
were promised -by her official trial perform- 
ances. She may now safely be termed the handi- 
eat vessel in the navy up to date. 

The Yorktown’s anchor was run a-weigh at 
9:10 A. M. yesterday, and a little later the 
cruiser was standing up the bay. On reaching 
the ground over which the measured mile was 
laid out it was decided to try a natural-draugnt 
run for the highest speed development, W:thin 
a few hundred ‘yards of the first buoy the 
throttle was thrown wide up and the Yorktown 
dashed along at some showing for speed. She 
kept the gait up most steadily, and finished 
with a speea-showing of thirteen knots an hour. 
Hard coal was burned on this run. On 
rvaching a position above Gould Island the 
first turn was made, the cruiser doing itin 
4 minutes and 40 seconds. The helm was put 


a-port to 32 degrees in 13 seconds. ‘The cruiser 
now ran away from the second buoy on the 
measured-mile course, and on the receipt of the 
order got her helm over 34 degrees to pwt 
in 18 seconds. The turo was made in 4 minutes 
and 42 seconds. ; 

On the third turn the helm was thrown 28 
degrees to starboard in 10 seconds, and the 
turp made in 4 minutes and 54 seconds. On the 
fourth turn the helm was again placed 28 de- 
grees to starboard in 10 seconds, but the turn 
was not effected in less thun 4 minutes and 57 
seconde. All of these turns were full circle 
turns, both screws working ahead. In the fifth 
turn the helm was thrown 18 degrees to port 
in 6 seconds, and the turn completed in 3 min- 
utes and 20 seconds. In this turn the port 
screw was going ahead and the starboard one 
backing. The sixth turn was completed in 3 
minutes and 32 seconds, the port screw backing 
and the starboard one going ahead. The helm 
was put 16 degrees to starboard in 6 seconds, 

Both the fifth and sixth turns were the half 
of a circle. The seventh turn was made in 2 
minutes and 5 seconds, the helm being put 38 
degrees to starboard in 10 seconds. The eighth 
turn was made in 2 minutes and 25 seconds. 
The helm was placed 30 degrees to port 1n18 
seconds. The seventh and eighth turns were 
mace with both screws guing abead. All turns 
were commenced. at a full natural-draught 
speed of about thirteen knots an hour, the aver- 
age boiler pressure belng 155 pounds, vacuum 
2U inches. The average number of revolutions 
were 140 per winute; the temperature of tire- 
rooms 110; travel of higu-pressure valves, 
three-fifth stroke. The intermediate ana low 
pressure followed full stroke. Throughout the 
trial natural draught was used entirely, the 
engines working portecty. 

At noontime the engines were stopped and 
the men piped to dinner. At 1 o’clock “turn to” 
suunded and the cruiser started to repeat the 
seventh and eighth turns. On repetition the 
seventh turn was performed in 2 minutes and 
19 seconds, and the eighth in 2 minutes ana 2 
seconds. : 

On the completipn of the repeated turns the 
manceuvring tests were commenced, the veasel 
being handled under the same head of steam. 
The first test: consisted in timing the vessel 
from going ahead full speed to uw reverse of the 
engines and the stopping of the vessel. Time 
was taken from the order to reverse until the 
vessel stopped. This was effected in 1 minute 
and 5seconds. With one sérew working abead 
and the other stopped the time from the putting 
ot the helm over: until the ship’s head had 
changed direction through 180 degrees occu- 
pied 3 minutes and 20 seconds, In estimating 
the tactical diameter it was found equal to 95 
Teet. 

Throughout the forenoon the wind was light 
and sea smooth, but during the afternoon the 
breeze became moderate. The position of the 
buvy around which the turns were made was 
determined by an observer at the buoy angliag 
in ehore geist. The trials were completed by 
5 P. M., when the Yorktown ran back to. her 
former anchorage ground ana let go anchor, 

All of to-day the tifemen aboard the York- 
towo have been busily engaged cleaning grate 
bare. The tires were hauled ‘tunmediately after 
the tests of yesterday so aS to allow of new 
soft-coal tires being started for use in the speed 
tests to come of Friday. The engines appear 
to be domg, splendid, work. No, defect can be 
noticed, the only trouble éXparienced emeerday 
being slight leaking in the packing o thé port 
high-pressure cylinder. here was, not ob- 
served ‘the slightest tendency to heftting of 
working surfaces, nor waa there exhibited any 
priminx'in the boilers. i 

The whole series of tests seem to have been 
eminently satisfactory, and the members of the 
official board, as well as the otticers aboard 
ship, are highly pleased with the vessel's per- 
formance. Ajlinterest now centres in the Fri- 
day tests. Itishuped that 18 knote can be 
gotten out of the Yorktown in a spurt, fur dur- 
ing the four hours’ run she seemed to have little 
trouble in doing 17.2 knots an hour. Although 
well loaded down on leaving New-York, tne 
bumpers are now much lighter, which has re- 
sulted in restoring the displacement to a some- 
what normal condition. 

The Atlanta’s trials arenowinorder. Itis 
expected that this latter cruiser will do 16 
knots. Much satisfaction seems to be expressed 
in the seaworthiness of this craft, all of which 
is attributed to her splendid engine power. 
Had the Atlanta been at Samoa during the ter- 
rible storm little doubt is expressed that she 
would have walked right out even better than 
did the Cahope. 





THE WHEAT MARKET. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—The wheat market for 
both cash and futures was highér to-day. One 
of the principal features of the trade was an 
improved demand for round lots as well as car 
lots. The former were extremely difficult to 
obtain in quantities to suit. William Dunn & 
Co., exporters, took 22,000 bushels of No. 2 
Spring, in store, and wanted more. The same 
house bought 50,000 bushels of No. 1 hard at 
Duluth for export, and a dispatch from there 
was received saying that 100,000 bushels, all 


told, had been taken for snipment abroad De- 
cember was sastained all the morning by a 
good buying by Hutchinson, Baxter, Lindblom, 
Mitchell, Logan, Schwartz, Dupee, and others, 
the price hanging pretty closely around 795, 
cents. 

W. T. Baker and Brosseau were the most con- 
spicuous sellers, though John Bryant turned up 
as a big eelier toward the close. Hutchinson 
was decidedly the largest buyer, though toward 
the close general and miscellaneous buying for 
long account was witnessed. The big fight of 
the day was at 80 cents for December, and the 
market held around that price for fully three- 
quarters of an hour before the close, 

It ia asserted that all of the best wheat in 
Northern Iowa and Northern Nevraska 1s tind- 
ing a market at Minneapolis, 8o far tunis sea- 
son not a carioad of Iowa No. 2S8pring wheat 
has been received here. 

Millera at Eastern Iowa points are now hid- 
ding Chicago prices for good samples of No. 3 
red wheat, to arrive.from points in the West, 
from which the freight is 3 cents per bushel 
lower than to Chicago. 

A large percentage of the Spring wheat arriv- 
ing is smutty. Arrivals of Winter and Spring 
at this ren to-day were under the estimates, 
and ineluded 319 per cent. of the contract grade, 
with to-meorrow’s arrivals estimated at only 135 
cars. . 





A DEFAULTING SECRETARY. 

Des MoINEs, Iowa, Sept. 19.—Winterset is 
considerably stirred up by the unexplained de- 
parture and absence of J. B. W. Westfall, Sec- 
retary of the Mutual Loan and Trust Company. 
Mr. Westfall left on Friday last, saying that 
he was going to Atlanta and would return next 
day. He went, but did not return, and now he 
is found to be shortin his accounts so much as 
to warrant the belief that he has flown to paris 
unknown. 

The extent of his shortage is variously esti- 
mated, and is as follows: ‘to the Schoo! Board, 
of which he was Secretary,. $1,000; to numer- 
ous private individuals who Dave gone his 
security, $1,200; to the Mutual Loan and Truat 
Company, $3,000, with enough more to the main 
otlice at Pittsburg, it is thought, to make the 
whole shortage $15,00v. 

He has a wife and one child.

THE DEADLY WIEKES. 


AN OLD MAN RECKIVES AN ELECTRIC 
SHOCK IN UNION SQUARE, 


The danger to which pedestrians are sub- 
juoted by the careless stringing and handling of 
overhead electric light wires in the public 
streets was aptly illustrated by an accident 
which occurred yesterday morning in front of 
the Hotel Hungaria, 2 Union-square. Adolph 
Nascher, who is fifty-two years old and lives at 
219 East Seventy-sixth-street, was walking 
along the east side of Union-square toward 
Fourteenth-street at 10:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning, unconscious of avy threatened dan- 
ger. As be passed in front of the Hotel Hun- 
garia he was struck on the hat by a section of 
wire which fell from the pole in front of the 
hotel. Instinctively be put up bis right hand 
and seized the wire and immediately received a 
severe shook, whicb threw him to the grouna. 

Many bystanders who had witnessed the oc- 
currence hastened to the old man’s assistance, 


Among them were Harry Kernell, the variety 
actor, and Foreman Daniel Meagher of Hook and 
Ladder No. 3, and they picked the man up and 
set him 1n @ bootblack’s chair. He was perfeot- 
ly conscious, but appeared to be suiferiug trom 
shock. His right arm was numb and he was 
unable to lift it, and there were symptoms of 
partial paralysis of tho right side. The skin 
was burned from two tingers of his rigbt hand, 
with whicb he had taken bold of the wire. 

Patrolman Wingate of the Mercer-street po- 
lice was informed of what bad occurred, and he 
arrested Jobn Oliver, a lineman in the employ 
of the United States Dliuminating Company, 
who had been workiag on the pole from which 
the. wire wbich struck Nascher fell, Oliver said 
that the wire he was handling was a dead wire, 
and therefore could not have injured Nascher. 
The latter was taken to the New- York Hospital, 
aud remained there for treatment. He walked 
With the police officer to the hospital, preferring 
not to ride in an ambulance. He was attended 
by Dr. F. R. McCurdy, who said yesterday after- 
noon that the injury to the patient was not 
serious, and he would probably ve able to leave 
the hospital for his home in a day or two. 

Oliver, the lineman, was arraigued before 
Justice Gorman at the Jeiferaon Market Police 
Court during the afternoon to answer to & 
formal complaint made by the policeman who 
had arrested him, und who made an affidavit that 
Oliver, iu cutting outa “dead” wire, naa severed 
alive wire, which had struck and injereid the 
patient at the buspital. Vhis affidavit was based 
LO & great extent on supposiiion, and is totally 
at. variauce with the story of the lineman. The 
latter insisted that the wire he was handling 
was o * dead’’ wire that had not béen in use for 
nearly a year, and thathe had handled it with 
his naked hand without inconvenience or shock. 

The wire, he said, was formerly conuccted 
with an electric lamp in front of the Hotel 
Hungaria, and as it had not beea used for man 
months the hotel! people ordered it removed, 
and be had been seni iv Gut out the dead sec- 
tion. He had severed the wire at both ends, 
and was about to throw it into the street wheu 
he noticed a lady coming along, and he waited 
for her to pass. Nascher toliowed, tottering 
along feebly, and after the old man bad passed 
he threw the wire into the street. He was posi- 
live that the man‘was not struck by the wire, 
and even if ié had struck him it would not have 
shocked him, as it wus entirely disconnected 
from any other wire and any current of elec 
triclty.. He added that the mun might have 
been frightened by tne length or wire falling 
behind him, and maay have Lad a@ fit in conse- 
guenee, and he produced in court a coil of 
about ten feet of wire, which he said was the 
“dead” section which he aad cut out. 

Despite this explanation, the magistrate de- 
cided to hold the lineman to await the result of 
the injuries to Nascher. As Dr. McCurdy haa 
certitied that the patient was noc in danger, 
the magistrate tixed ball for Oliver’s appearance 
at $500. Mr. Joseph W. Hartley, the Secretary 
and Treasurer of the company, gave Dail for his 
appearauce, and he was released.

CRONIN MURDER. 


WINDING ANOTHER LINK IN THE CHAIN 
OF EVIDENCE. 


Cuicago, Sept..19.—-Lt has for some time beeu 
beld by those familiar with the intricacies of 
the conspiracy resulting in the murder of Dr. 
Cronin that the intention was to produce a 
body in London resembling that of the doctor’s, 
with papers upon it tending to show that he 
was in the em: loy of the English Government. 
Various recent discoveries have fortified that 
theory, and itis generally believed now that 
Cronin’s clothes were sent to Lundon immedi- 
ately after tae murder and that arrangements 
had been made by agents of the conspirators to 
procure a body there, which would be dressed 
in Cronin’s clothes, thrown into. the Thames, 
and at the proper time be * found” and identi- 
tien as that of Cronin. 

The discovery of the body here put an end to 
the scheme, but not until the clothes had been 
shipped and # trusted man dispatched to Lon- 
don to receive them and superintend the opera- 
tions there. Some tacts wuich have come to 
light to-day tix the identity of this agent al- 
most beyond question, but the uname is with- 
held for prudential reasons. The agent bas 
never been mentioned in connection with the 
murder. He was & grocer on the west side and 
@ member of the notorious Camp No. 20 of the 
Clan-na-xaei. 

One week before Dr. Cronin disappeared this 
man suddenly notified his wite to get ready to 
start for Kurope on an hour’s notice. May 5, 
the day after Cronin was last seen alive, the no- 
tice Game, and the grocer, with his wife, left 
Chicago that afternoon. That he went to Lon- 
don is certain. His movements in London are 
pretty Well known, and were such as confirm 
the belies that he was aent there to receive Cro- 
nin’s clothes, and did sv, though he had no oe- 
casion to use them as planned. This man ar- 
rived in Chicago iast night. 

To-uay he was seen by a reporter, and it was 
intimated to bim that the part be had played in 
the pment gi teed was known to the authorities, 
His Norid face turned to a deathlike pallor and 
he was completely unnerved. Naturally, he 
denied connection with the crime. When the 
reporter left the house the man followed almost 
immediately. The reporter saw him go and re- 
turned to the house to questiun the man’s wife. 
While he was talzing with her the man’s mother 
rusued into the room and ordered her daughter- 
in-law to “hold her jaw,’ adding, “They can’t 
do anything to him, any way.” 

An interview with a police officer who has 
had much to do with unraveling the mystery 
of the murder elicited the fact that the man in 
question ts under close surveillance, that mnueh 
damaging eviuence against him has been col- 
lected, and that when certain facts can ve legal- 
ly established he will be arrested. 





THE GAME LAWS. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 19.—The game laws 
of this State will be off on the Ist of October, 
and from that time until the Ist of January the 
sportsigen’s season will be dowinant. The 
Game Wardens throughout the State have gen- 
erally entorced the laws for the past two years, 
protecting weodcock, quail, and partridge from 
January until October ayvainst illicit bunting. 

Yne carrying out Of these laws bas occasioned 
Tuuch complaint amoug the farmers, but bas 
practically put a siop to illegal shooting. 

in spite or the rigit restrictions in force for 
the preservation of game birds tiiere wiil not be 
an wbundance of sport this season. The wreat 
destruction of birds through ali parts of the 
State duriug the blizzard in Marcu, 1883, is 
sullfeit. Quail aud partridge sutierea, whole 
flocks being exterminated by the week’s storm. 

For thirty years the extinction of game birds 
has been going On steadily in this State. Thirty 
years ago the season of wild grapes and acorns 
was one of great interest to rurul hunters on 
account of the sure coming of thousands of 
wild pigeons, but it is doubtful now if a coun- 
try lad along the entire northern section of the 
State would kuow a wild pigeon at sight. 





ANEW BANKING SCHEM# IN MEXICO. 

City OF MEXICO, Sept. 19, via Gaiveston.— 
Anentirely new departure in banking here is 
the permission accorded the newly-chartered 
Agricultural and Industrial Bank of Puebla to 
change its name to the Agricultural and In- 
dustrial Bank ot Mexico, to establish its offices 
at this city, and 10 issue mortgage bonds in for- 
eign countries. ‘hese bonds will only be is- 
sued to the amount of twenty-five-year mort- 
gages actually held in the vaults of the bank 
here, and the scheme is very similar to the ced- 
ulaa issued by hundreds of millions of dollars 
by the Argentine banks and held in Europe. 





PRINOETON'’S TH&OLOGICAL SCHOOL. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Sept, 19,—The Theological 
Seminary began its sixty-seventh year to-day 
with the usual opening exercises in Stewart 
Hall. The students entering this year number 
ninety-four. Seven enter the middle year, 
twelve the senior, and sixty-one the junior, with 
fourteen pursuing post graduate courses. There 
are at present 190 students, 21 more than last 
year, and others are expected this week. 

The need of a new dormitory is greatly felt, 
as torty are rooming in town. Many of the 
rooms in the old dormitories have been reno- 
vated. Ladies of New-York City nave carpeted 
them and placed new furniture in them. 


LIRIS SNAPPED HER MAST 


THIS TIME A SOLID STICK IS 
CARRIED AWAY. 
TITANIA AND GORILLA WINNERS AT 
NEWPORT IN A GALE OF “‘ SQUALLY” 

WIND—PAPOOSE SECOND, 


NEWPORT, R. I., Sopt. 19.—The first of the 
series of special yacht races off here to-day for 
the Morgan and Rogers Cups developed good 
contests. There was more wind than has fa- 
vored any race off here this season. In fact, 
there was so much wind that nearly half the 
yachts entered did not start. 

Tn the race for third-claes schooners and third- 
class sloops, cutters, and yawls, for a Morgan 
cup, only the Titania and Bedouin came to the 
line. No schooners appeared. These two 
yacnts, however, made a good race. Inthe class 
for the forty-foot sloops, cutters, and yawls, 
also for a Morgan cup, four racers started—the 
Gorilla, Liris, Papoose, and Awa. Both races, 
therefore, were confined to single-stickers. 

Of the entries, the Peri, Wizard, Mignon, and 
Reliance did not venture to race, and the Mari- 
quita was not ready, baving made the mistake 
of thinking her race was to-morrow instead of 
to-day. Rain fell in torrents up to 9 o’clock 
this morning. Then it clearea away suddenly. 


Yachtaman thought the races would be post- 
poned, and it consequently took a long time 
to get the boats ready to start. This made 
the start about an hour anda half late. In 
getting out of the harbor considerable excite- 
ment Was caused by the schooner yacht Varuna 
colliding with the British yacht Lady Evelyn 
and by the Liris losing a man overboard who 
was bit by her main botdm. 

There was almost a gale of wind outside, and 
the yachts went prepared with revfed main- 
sails). Lhe Papoose housed her topmast on ac- 
count of the high wind. The course for the big 
yachts was shortened from 15 miles to leeward 
and back to 12 miles. The course for the littie 
forties was 10 miles to leeward and return. The 
wind was west-northwest, which made the 
course south by east. 

The Titanta got across the starting line first 
in her elass at 12:30:16, followed by the 
Bedouin b 12:30:47, but both were handi- 
capped. hey broke out their spinuakers as 
they crossed, and the Titania gained ad- 
vantage in, geiting hers out much more 
quickiy and handily. The Gorilia crossed 
iret in her class at 12:34:01, foilowed by 
the Papoose at 12:34:07. The Liris and 
Awa were handicapped, their starting time be- 
ing respectively 12:36:06 and 12:47:00. ‘These 
two racers both lost timein setting their spin- 
nakers, the sails blowing aboutin the strong 
wiud and fouling their other canvas. They 
were compeélied io take them in speedily, but 
they still had all the canvas they could carry, 
and all the racers took in spinnakers before halt 
way down to the turning mark. 

At12:55 the Liris, passed the Papoose, and 
kept the lead to the fluish. The relative posi- 
tions of the other yavits did vot chavge from 
this time to the end of the race, but che dis- 
tanvés between them increased materially, and 
they gradually strung out in {ndlau tile. At the 
turning point the Titania led the Bedouin two 
and one-lalf minutes. The time of rounding 
was: .

Soon after the turn the Liris met with a seri- 
ous accident whiie trying tv back her jib to 
bring her up into the windand gain headway. 
She was struck by a heavy squall, which 
snapped her mast like a pipestem and took 
everything witb it clear of the deck. The 
judges’ boat hastened to herrescue. She guc- 
ceeded in getting the wreck aboard and vas 
then taken in tow by the judges’ tug. Fortu- 
nately, no one was injured, 

The beat of the yachts homeward was a try- 
ing one. The wind was blowing a regular gale, 
and was very squally. The Titania increasea 
her lead on the Bedouin, and tinished more 
thap ten miftttes ahead of her. The Gorilla led 
the forties by tifteeu minutes over Papoose, the 
AWa being so far behind that she did not finish 
in the five hours’ time limit. ‘he Titania won 
in her class, and the Gorilla and Papoose in 
theirs, four entries in the latier entitling second 
to w prize. 

Entries for to-morrow’s race for the Rodgers 
Cup are Mopsa, Tomboy, Kathleen, Banta, 
Diamond, and labee. These are all thirty-foot- 
ers apd will make a very interesting race, as 
the Burgess boat Mopsa was built to beat Will- 
lam Whitlock’s Kathleen, designed by William 
Gardner of New-York. The Kathleen is the 
tavorite, and itis regretted thate the Boston 
yacht Saracen is not here to race. Capt. Arch- 
ibald Rogers’s yacht Tomboy is the “ dark 
horse” of the race and bas many supporters. 

It was Capt. Whitiock’s intention to race the 
Kathleen against the forties to-day to see what 
she could do with them, but the wind was tou 
severe for her to start and run the 
risk of an accident, thereby prevent- 
ing her’ from racing to-morrow. ‘fhe 
Kathleen has a match on with the 
Lirls tv be raced probably in New-York waters 
this Fall. Both are the productions of Designer 
Gardner, and it 1s desired to. Compare the rela- 
tive galing of doth yachts. This match will ex- 
cite a zreat deal of Interest, and it the wind is 
light when the boats rave the Kathleen may be 
abie to save her time.

‘There were forty gallons of naphtha in the 
hold of the Leo which were to be used as fuel. 
itis beileved that the naphtha exploded Monday 
morning just when the sturm was at ita heignt. 
‘Phe lake «s very wild yet, anu the searcu tor the 


remaining bodies ls avtended with considerabie 
danger. 





FATAL RAILRVAD ACCIDENT. 

WicuiTa, Kan., Sept. 19.—The east-bound St. 
Louis and San Francisco passenger train was 
derailed near Leon, Butler County, yesterday, by 
the spreading of the rails. Three passenger 
coaches left the track while the train was going 
thirty miles an hour, and rolled down a fifteen- 
footembankment. 

The coaches were not well filled, and thus the 
loss of life was not so great as it otherwise 
would have been, RK. M. Bemis wae instantly 
killed, being thrown through the root of the car.

FATAL LANDSLIDE. 


SIX BODIES RECOVERED AND MORE IN 
THE RUINS. 


QUEBEC, Sept. 19.—To-night several thousand 
tons of rock slide from Cape Diamond, at the end 
of Dufferin-terrace, to Champlain-street, 300 
feet below, demolishing in their course seven 
dwellings. ; 

Up to midnight six bodies have been taken 
from the ruins, viz.: Thomas Farrell and two 
of bis children, also twochildren named Burke, 
and one unknown child. 

Farrell’s mother-in-law, Mrs. Allen, and her 
husband are stillin the ruins. About twenty- 
five persons have been removed from the débris, 
badly injured. Some have broken arms and 
legs, and others are badly crushed and muti- 
lated. It is supposed that at least fifty persons 
are yet under the ruins. 

B Battery, the fire brigade, and the police 
force are on the ground rendering valuable as- 
sistance. 

The débris covers the road ina solid mass some 
three hundred feet in length and from fifteen to 
twenty-five feet high. 

Cries of “Help! heip!’ are heard from be- 
neath the débris, but no help can be given. 


Very little progress is made in recovering 
bodies, owing ta the stupendous mass of rock 
covering the ruins, 

The body of a woman named Mrs. Berrigan 
has just been pulled out of the débris. ¢ 

More rocks are falling, and it is feared that 
the whole boulder forming the highest point of 
Quebec will give way. 


MAJOR BURKE COMING HOME. 





HIS RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE BOND 
SWINDLE. 


NEW-ORLEANS, Sept. 19.—The developments 
in the State bond swindle are coming so rapidly 
that business on the New-Orleaus Stock Ex- 
change has been paralyzed, and transactions in 
State and city Government securities are at a 
standstill. The defalcation previously discov- 
ered amounted to about $386,000—$316,000 in 
bonds of the State issued to the? Seminary and 
Agricultural funds and canceled by the State 
Constitution of 1879, and $70,000 interest on 
the same paid since their cancellation, and, of 
course, Without authority of itaw. To-day 
further transactions were brought to light 
which add sometning lke $454,000 to the defal- 
cation. What amount may ultimately be 


reached no one can say, and hence the indispo- 
sition of local operators to handle the State 
bonds. 

When the convention of 1879 undertook to 
settle the State debt question it provided for a 
reduction of the interest and allowed the holders 
of the outstanding constitutional bonds the 
option of demanding in exchange for the bonds 
held by them bonds of a new issue, authorized 
by this ordinance, of the denominations of $5, 
$100, $500, and $1,000, to be issued at the 
rate of 75 cents on the dollar of 
bonds held, and to be surrendered’ by 
such holders, the said new issue to bear 
iuterest at the rate of 4 per cent. per annum, 
payable semi-annually. The exchange was re- 
quired to be mude throuch the State Treasurer, 
aod in accordance with the ordinauce the then 
Auditor, the Hon. Allen Jumél, prepared new 
bonds to the amount of $671,000 and turned 
them over to State ‘lreasurer E. A. Burke, 
whose receipt for the same was given on a page 
of tbe general iedger of the Auditor’s otlice. 
where it has just been discovered by accident. 

The only exchanges made for these new 
bonds, so far as known, awounted to $217,000, 
and there should consequently remainin the 
keeping of the lreasurer $454,000 of the bondy 
unissued and invalid until properly exehan ged. 
As already related, @ searching examination of 
the books, accounts, &¢., of the State’s iinancial 
officers is in progress, and though the utmost 
care and diligence have been used, not a single 
bond of the lut reserved for exchanges, as stat- 
ed above, has yet been found, while on the 
other hand it has been ascertained that a num- 
ber of them are *held by bavks and private 
Parties in this city as security for loans made 
to a namber of diferent peopie. 

There seems to be but little doubt that the 
whole issue.bas been fioated feloniously and 
has drifted into the hands of innocent third par- 
ties. The investigation now in progress may 
not be concluded for a Week or ten days yet. It 
is expected to disclose the full amount of the 
truuus, and perhaps the authorship thereof. 

Treasurer Burke, under whose administration 
the frauds were committed, is held responsible, 
whether the wrong was done by him in person 
or by one or several of his employes. His bonds- 
men have been notified ot the matter, but as 
Major Burke has cabled that he will sail from 
London on Saturday, it is hardly probable that 
legal proceedings wili be instituted before he 
reaches here. The only bond of the late 
Treasurer upon which the State could bring 
suit is that given for his second term. 
The first-term bond, baving been canceled, 
was executed May 15, 1884, and is for 
$50,000. The sureties are William B. Scenmidt 
tor $10,000, E. F. Deibondio, T. L. Airey, Victor 
Meyer, Alexander M. Bickham, John Chafee, 
Samuel H. Buck, Lorenzo Sisa, and Andrew 
Hero, all of New-Orleans, each for $5,000. Of 
these Delbondio, Biekham, Sisa, and Chatee 
have since died and their estates have been set- 
tled; Airey has gone into insolvency, and Buck 
has removed from the State. schmidt and 
Meyer are wealthy merchants, the former a 
wholesale grocer, aud the latter ajcotton factor 
easily worth the whole amount of the 
bond. Hero was the Republican candidate for 
Lieutenant Governor at the late election, and is 
also wealthy. Pending the arrival of Major 
burke the officials who are conducting the in- 
vestigation addressed their inquipies to ex- 
Auditor Jumel, soliciting whatever information 
he might be able to zive and which would tend 
to elucidate the frauds. His reply just received 
says that be remembers nothing of the matter 
whatever, is at present occupied entirely witn 
his own affairs, and sends his love to the in- 
quirer’s family. 

Thus the matter stands at present. In the 
meanwhile State bonds are dropping in price 
gradually each day, and the operators are in 
constant fear of still more startling disclosures, 





REPUBLICANS AT WAR. 


TWO SENATORIAL CANDIDATES IN THE 
THIRTY-SECOND DISTRICT. 


JAMESTOWN, N. Y., Sept. 19.—The Repub- 
livans of the Thirty-second Senatorial District 
are in a big row, and two candidates arein the 
ftield—Commodore P. Vedder and Loren B. Ses- 
sions, The convention was held in the Opera 
House at 2 o'clock this afternoon. John J. 
Aldrich of Jamestown was made Chair- 


man. Almost from the first there was a bitter 
contest over representation at the convention. 
Casting over 3,000 more Republican votes than 
Cattaraugus County, Chautauqua has had 
only the sume number of delegates in conven- 
tion, To-day Cattaraugus, with the aid of a 
tew Chautauqua delegates, rerused to permit 
the question of representation 1n future con- 
ventious to be settled before proceeding to a 
pomination. Consequently neurly ail the 
Chautauqua delegates lett the house. 

Cattaraugus County then elected the Hon. 
Frederick W. Kruse temporary Chairman, and 
touk arecess until after supper, hoping Chau- 
tauqua would cool off; but this result was not 
reached, and on reassembling this evening Mr. 
Veader vf Cattaraugus was renominated for the 
Senate on the tenth ballot, obtaining enough 
Chautauqua delegates to accomplish his pur- 
pose. 

Immediately thereafter the Chautauqua dele- 
gates met tn the parlors of the Sherman House, 
und alter declaring (lat Cattaraugus would not 
give them justice they Unanimously pominated 
ex-Senator Loren 6. Sessions of Chautauqua, 
The latter, in accepting the nomination, saiu be 
would make @ red-cot canvass, and that a Chau- 
tauqua man Would represent the Thirty-second 
District in the State seuste next year. 

Vedder came to the convention with the near- 
ly solid support of Cattaraugus County, and, as 
haa been predic.ed, ex-Assemblyman Milton M. 
Fanner gave him enough delegates to reach the 
homination. Chautauqua has loug been dia- 
fatistied because she couid not obtain her rights 
in the way of representation according to the 
vote cast, and the delegates who nominated 
Sessions are firm in the belief that the Repub- 
licans of the county will ratify their action.

MRS. HAMILTON CONVICTED 


SENTENOED IO TWO YEARS 
IN STATE PRISON. 

| THE JURY TOOK BUT TWO BALLOTS TO 

SETTLE HER FATE—THE PRISONER 

PROVES HER NERVE. 


MAy’s LANDING, N. J., Sept. 19.—f'wo years 
in prison. Such is the penalty a Jersey jury to- 
day decided Mrs. Robert Ray Hamilton must 
pay for stabbing the nurse, Mary Ann Donnelly. 
There was little sympathy shown during the 
day for the woman who has become so noto- 
rious, and when the decision wes announced 
she seemed to have haraly a friend in the court 
room. 

An accident on tbe railroad delayed the ar- 
rival of the train from Atlantic City with the 
Judge and lawyers on board, and court did not 
open until 10:40 o’clock. Mrs. Hamilton, on a 
plea of illness, was excused from appearing. 
Capt. Perry, her counsel, made his argument, 
urging the jzrors not to form their opinions 
from what the newspapers had said. His client 
had stabbed Mary Donnelly in self-defense, he 
said, for the nurse had attacked her, had 
threatened to kill her, and had appeared crazed 
by dring. 

Prosecutor Thompson, for the State, dwelt 
upon the proposed separation between Hamil- 
ton and bis wife and of the proposed money 
consideration of $5,000 or $6,000. Hesaid that 


both Hamilton and his wife repeatedly contra- 
dicted themselves while on the witness stand, 
and that their testimony was a tissue of false- 
hoods from beginning to end; that Mr. Hamil- 
eon’s life would probably bave been taken bad 
it not been for the timely entrace of Nurse Don- 
nelly, and that Mrs. Hawilton was a fortunate 
woman in not being called upon to answer & 
charge of murder. 

It was not until after the recess that Judge 
Reed charged the jury. ‘‘The whole. matier 
hinges on the plea of the defense,” he said. 
“The blow may have been struck in seif-defense, 
but when 2 deadly weapon 1s used in self- 
defense it materially alters the case.” Continu- 
ing, the Judge dwelt upon the fact that the 
knife thrust was a deadly one, and the only way 
in which the plea of the defense could possibly 
be tenable was that the blow was struck to save 
the defendant’s life; that she was in Imminent 
danger, and had to deal the deadly blow to save 
her own life. 

The charge was not cheering to the prisoner. 
Judge Reed set aside all the facts, which, it was 
said, led up to the cutting. He instructed the 
juvy to give her the benefit of any doubt as to 
the character of the crime. They might bring 
in a verdict of assault and battery if they 
thought ber knife thrust was not walicioua, but 
if they Viewed the matter trom the standpoint 
that she reached around to stab the nurse, then 
there Was no reason why they shouid not return 
a verdict in accordance with the indictment. 

The jury were out for an hour and a quarter 
Two ballots were taken, the first standing 11 
for conviction and 1 foracquittal. Tue next 
pallot settled it. One man usd favored a vei- 
dict of guilty of assault and battery, but he wus 
won over to vote with bis colleagues for a Col - 
viction for atrocious assault. 

Mrs. Hamilton in the meantime had beer 
excitedly pacing her cell in the attic of th») 
sheruf’s house. When Sheritf Johason brought 
her into the court roum she looked pale and 
fatigued, but she walked with « tirm slep 
through the narrow aisles and paid no attention 
to the scrutinizing gaze of the crowd on both 
sides of her. When brought witbin the railing 
she sank wearily into the arm chair directly 
facing thejury. Her counsel took a position 
behind ber and smiled at the jury, as if expect- 
ing a victory, and whispered to his client, whu 
nodded ber head asifin approval Her bead 
was turned aside from the prosecuting attorney, 
who sat in close proximity. 

When Foreman Samuei Reeves announced ihe 
verdict of guilty Mrs. Hamilton gave a start 
and lifted her head for the first time, turnine 
toward her couuse! with an appealing glance 
and then toward the members.of the jury, who 
looked her in ‘the face. Then her bead sank 
apon ‘her breast, but she uttered no comment, 
counselor Perry asked the court to poll the 
jury. Aseach one safd “Guilty” the ecene be- 
came almost tragic. The condemned woman 
apparently had not a friend in the court room 
to otfer her consolation, even her busvand hav- 
ing gone away, as if unwilling to remain to wit- 
ness her distress. 

Judge Reed sternly said: ‘‘Evangsline Ham- 
jiton.” ‘Then he hesitated, and after a moment- 
ary pause sald, “Stand up.” The woman arose 
with an effort and faced the Judge, Counselor 
Perry standing beside her. . 

“You have beey convicted of a grave 
charge,” said the Judge, “that of atrovious as- 
sault upon Mary Ann Donnelly, the extreme 
penalty for which is ten years. But there are 
extenuatjng circumstances in this case, and the 
sentence I am ‘about to impose should be con- 
sidered lenient in a case of vonvietion for atro- 
cious assault. I sentence you to two years’ 
coniinement in the State prison at Trentou, 
and you shall stand committed until the costs 
of the case shall be paid.” 

Not by movement or look did the condemned 
woman betray any emotion. She stvod in wu 
listening attitude while Counselor Perry ad- 
vised her to bear up and be of guod cheer. She 
resumed her seat and conversed with severat 
reporters, who took advantage of the occasion 
to ply her with questions uutil interfered with 
by Sheriff Johnson. Mrs. Hamilton condemned 
ber husband's apparentdesertion. She said the 
sentence was hard to bear. She was willing and 
apparently anxious to talk, but was led away 
by the Sheriff Sne entered the Sheriff’s resi- 
dence and proceeded to her attic prison. 

Mrs. Hamilton will be taken tu prison next 
Saturday morning, in company with half a 
dozen criminals convicted at this term of court. 
She will have to serve a twenty months’ term, 
providing she gets the usuai allowance of two 
months per annuw for good behavior. 

It is said that she repeatedly solicited an in- 
terview with her husband while he was here in 
order to explain some pérsonal matters, but he 
declined to go near her. 

ATLANTIC City, Sept. 19.—Mrs. Elizabeth 
Rupp, propristress of Noll cottage, where the 
row occurred, was seen te-night. She said she 
was caring for baby Beatrice under instructions 
trom Robert Ray Hamilton, whom she met ac 
court and who said he would decide within a 
day or two what disposition to make or the 
ehild. Mr. Hamilton said te Mra. Rupp that he 
would bever set foot in Atiantic City again, as 

it would recall many incidents that were pain- 


ful to him and whicn he wished to blot from his 
memory. 





‘ AS TO TRESPASSERS. 

ALBANY, Sept. 19,—Secretary Fox of the State 
Forestry Commission, speaking to-day of tho 
illegal cutting of timber on State lands in the 
Adirondacks, said: “It is true that some 
despoliation of State lands has occurred, but 
in every ascertainable case the person cutting 
such timber has beeu compelled to reim- 
burse the State, and $1,000 has been 
received by the Forestry Commission tte 
past week from this source ‘The Adirondack 
wilderness is not wholly the property of the 
State. There are many private owners, in 
every case where the lumbermen have been 
caught cutting on State lands they assigned as 
their reason that, there being nothing but au 
imaginary lime and nv corner posts to mark the 
division between State land and that of ineir 
employers, they had nothing definite to gv by. 

~The State, through the State bepartmwent of 

Adirondack Survey, has speutbandreads of thou- 
sands of dollars tor a proper survey and mzark- 
ing off by posts from private preserves of the 
Adirondack lands, but no good showing 
exists for the expenditure of that moaey. 
The most necessary work, that of erecting pusis 
to mark the boundaries of the state forest pre- 
serve, has not been done. On this acoount the 
Forestry ‘Commission iabors uncer great diiti- 
cuity in securing convictions fer the trespasa of 
luabermen on State lands, as there ts neth- 
ing substantial to preaent before #4 jury vu 
which to rest acase. in some instances, iuim- 
bermen, realizing that they were cutting on 
State land, have given remuueration to the 
State without the matter beiug Lrougbht to the 
courts.” ‘ 
Mr. Fox further said that such trespassing on 
State iands had Virtual.y cease], as eet forth ta 
the report of the Forestry Commission. Chief 
Inspector John H. Burk of Saratoga has been 
moving colstantiy emong the forest wardens 
for the last three months.

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NOT QUITE VILLARD’S PLAN 


DIRHOTORS VOTE AGAINST 
THEIR* CHIEF, 
A LIVELY MEETING OF THE NORTHERN 
PACIFIC BOARD—CHANGES MADE IN 
THE FIGURES. 


The Board of Directors of thé Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company held a meeting in Wall- 
street yesterday ‘hat hala good deal more life 
than harmony init, Mr. Henry Villard, who late 
ly has become the recognized head and front of 
the big railroad compaly, had to submit toa 
vote @dverse to his plans and desires. There 
was sharp talk and sharper votife. 

Fhe newspapers printed aday or two agoa 
long card addressed to the Northern Pacific 
stockholders and signed by Mr. Villard and 
President Oakes, with Charles L. Coiby, Coigate 
Hoyt, George A. Morrison, Chariés H. Leland, 
J. B. Haggin, and Davii H; Houghtaling. This 
card invited shareholders to vote in favor of a 
financial plan for the railroad cotpany by 
whieh the reecently-authorized consolidated 
mortgage of $160,000,000 should be distributed 
as tollows: 


For the retirement of first, second, and 
third mortgage bonds $81,202,000 

For the retirement of the existing

The Omission of the names of conspicuous 
Directors of the company in the list of sig- 
natures to this public card provoked attention 
andl commeut in Wall-street. kx-Presideut 
Robert Harris’’s name Was not on the list, nor 
was that of Brayton Ives nofr that of Cnaries 
B. Wright, while sttil others always prominent 
of late years iu Nortnern Pacific councils were 
missing. But nobody in Wall-street entertained 
the slightest idea that this argued that any- 
thing serious wasiu prospect for Mr. Villard’s 
plans. There was, however. 

Yesterday’s directory meéting had life in it 
from the start. With but two exceptions—tie 
two being C. B. Wright and Charles L. Colby— 
every Ditector of ths company wae présent. 
Most of them, too, were in an animated mood, 
more particularly those whose naihes were not 
upon the published card. The meeting 
having been secret, the exact lauguage 
of the gentlemen who made the many 
speeches of the day cannot be repeated 
for the publie’s edification, Mr. Villard was 
arraigued by one faction; he Was defended by 
another; for himself be said that he meant well 
aud didn’t intend todo anything wrong, when, 
at the pending election—if his expectations are 
realized—he will come into absolute contro} of 
thé company. How iar the majority of the 
present Board of Directors were inclined to 
stand by Mr. Villard, however, Was shown ina 
vote by which a tinancial plan was adopted, 
essentially different from that which he and his 
triends have, in their card to the public, déclared 
theirs. 

jt was voted that for the retirement of first, 
second, and third mortgages bonds there should 
be used $75,000,000 out of tha idtal of $160,- 
000,000; the Villard plan called for $81,2v2,- 
00v. For the retirement of the existing branch 
bonds $26,000,000 shouid be used; Mr. Villara’s 
ligures were the same. For tlie acquirement of 
new braneh roads they appropriate $20,000,000; 
Mr, Viliard suggested onty $18,000,000. ‘Then 
they distribute other items in this way: For the 
ecquirementuabdiimprovement of terminal prop- 
erties, $20,000,000; for premitmes, $10,000,000; 
for general purposes, $9,000,000. All these 
last items were lumped in Mr. Villara’s scheme 
at $34,798,000. 

Mr. Villard’s plan, it was declared, Was too in- 
Getinite. It offered ioopholes for bad manage- 
ment, or worse, urged the anti-Viliard con- 
tingent. It gave too much leeway. particular- 
ly for “commissions” und “premiums” for 
tinanciering the gigantic mortgage. 

Mr. Villard’s friends say that he was not 
greatly concerned by the Directory’s action. A 
succeedipg Board of Directors can, in this mat- 
ter, undo what the present board Nay propose. 
And anew board is about to be chosen. The 
stock books of the company liave already closed 
tor the election. Mr. Villard is himself on 
record a8 saying for his plan’s prospects at the 
approaching meeting: 

“ We are already sure of a favorable vote of more 
than two-thirds of the required majority, and we 
feel certain that far more than the requisite num- 
ber will support our programme.” 

The annual meeting of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company, at which the issues between 
Mr. Villard and the opposing interests will be set- 
tied, is to be held on Oct. 17. Meanwhile there 
are likely to be abundant and exceedingly live- 
\y public controversies. 

BENET Viera eT: 
THE LEHIGH VALLEY’S SIDE. 

The position taken by the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road in entering into what is practically a traf- 
fic agreement with the rate-eutting Chicago, 
Barlington and Northern Company continues 
to excite Eastern trunk line cireles. Tiere is 
practically but one sentiment in the Trunk Line 
Association touching this matter. Tht other 
lines insist that the Lehigh Valley has done 
wrong. Generaliy there is a disposition to de- 
mand that the Lehigh Valley retreat from its 
new position aud terminate at once what other 


lines insist is its ** prorating”’ contract with the 
Caicago, Burlingtou and Northern. 

Priepda of the Lehigh Vatley ciaim, however, 
that it has neither cut existing rates ner agreed 
with the Chieazo, Burlington and Northern o 
any other road west of Chicago for prorating, 
and that, therefore, no obligation to its trunk 
line associates has been vielated. The matter 
has already had consideration by the Trunk 
Line Freight Committees and been referred by it 
to the Executive Committee. The question in- 
volved, it is insisted by the Lenigh Valiey’s 
friends, is mote technical than substantial, as 
affecting the transportation rates in which the 
mercantile community are interested. 

The satne authorities say: ‘Phe Lebigch Val- 
ley iias always been eonsidéred one of the most 
conservative of the associated linés, and its 
course in this casé will no doubt be either ap- 
provéd or apandoned. It do&és, hOwever, demon- 
strate thé grestiy-increased infltletice of the 
Lehigh Valley 48 a factor in trunk line competi- 
tion, since 1i3 lake service has become eqital to 
the hbandling of a large tonnage, and its terminal 
facilities at Jersey City and New-York have en- 
abled it to make quick déliverics of all Glasses 
of freight at New-York harbor.”

TWO COMPANIES AT ODDS. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Sept. 19.—Tne Wells- 
Fargo Express Company bought out the Erie 
Express Company about a@ year ago, and now 
has exclusive express privileges over the Erie 
Railroad system under along contract. There 
isa good dealof triction just now, however, 
between the two corporations over the Wells- 
Fargo Company’s assumed right tocarry milk and 
cream to New York as express matter. It has been 
customury for certain milk producers, under 
certain circumstances, to ship their product 
directiy to their several customers by theexpress 
line. A short time ago the Erie Company isaucd 
peremptory instructions to 1t8 station agents, 
who are also, in most cases, agents of the Welis- 
Fargo Company, forbidding them to accept 
milk or cream for shipment other than by the 
company’s regular milk trains. The Wells-Fargo 
Company insisted upon its right to transport 
the atticles designated, and fired anotuer set of 
instructions at the station agents. 

The principal case in issue is that of James 
Findley of Salsbury Mills, who is supplying 
the Gilsey House with milk and cream, and who 
nad beeu shipping by express. The battie be- 
tween the two corporations got so hot that 
Findley for a timé had to cart his milk to Corn- 
wall and ship it by boat. But tater a compro- 
mise of the trouble in this case has been effect- 
ev, and the milk 1s going forward by express as 
before. The main question in dispute, how- 
ever, is as yet unsettled. 


A RAILROAD SOLD. 

CrncINNATI, Ohio, Sept. 19.—The postponed 
sale of the Cinciunati, Washington and Balti- 
inore Raiiroad was held here to-day. The road 
was sold to E. R. Bacon for $5,000,000. He 
represents English and American security hold- 
ers. 

The sale is the result of an agreement practi- 
cally between the bondholders and stockholders 
of the old company, so that it really goes back 
to them from the Keceivers for reorganization, 
Mr. Bacon, who represents the purchasing com- 
mittee, says that there will be an issue of $11,-

An Omaha dispatch says that the labor unions 
comprising the Efnployes’ Union of the Paéifie sys. 
tem have formed themselves into an organization 
which is tobe known as the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Employes.

Bartlett; in the Sevénteenth, where Sheriff

THE NAVY YARDS. 


_ WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—Scoretary’Tracy’s dé-. 


termination to have the tW6 3,000-ton cruis- 
ere built in the New-York and Norfolk Navy 
Yards will give the naval constructors and 
Steam engineers an opportunity to show 
how the Government workshops compate 
with those of private shipbuilders for 


celerity and quality of workmanship. There is 
liftie doubt that the cost of the ships will Be 
considerably over the apptopriation of $1,100, 
v00 each, though if the navy yards were free 
from the influence of politics, and workmen 
were selected for their ability alone, they 
would probably come within that figure. 
navy yards are proverbially slow and it will 
probably ve at least three years before either 
cruiser will be ready for her trial. When the 
trial does ¢ome, however, some of the ship 
builders who refused to bid within the appro- 
priation will be likely to regret their action, for 
these vessela bid fait to far exceed their speed 
requirements, and at $50,000 premium for each 
quartér knot in excess they would have heen 
creat premium earners. The act of Congress 
fixes their speed at nineteen knots, or s8ix- 
tenths of a knot less than the Baltimore mad 
ou her trial Now the Baltimore is & Vesse 
of 4,400 tons displacement or 1,400 more tons 
than the proposed new ships: These latter, 
however, are expected to develop fully as 
much horse power as the former and will 
actually have more boiler capacity, which will 
insure their engines working more uniformly 
at their maximum power. It will. readily be 
seen that. the smaller vessels ought to have 
much the greater spéed. and calculations based 
on the performance of the Baltimore show that 
they ought to make 20% knots; this would 
have giveti & contractor a premium of $350,- 
000 for each ship, or $700,000 for both.

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Before the close of business, however, the 
fond hopes based on the promised purchase 
were dissipated. Official dispatches from 
Washington anuounced that:inatead of $5,000,- 
000 the Tréasury hid really bought less than 
#300,000. The people who had stood as spon- 
sors for tli original report were as mueh disap- 
pointed as aoe 6vidently they had given 
the story outip good faith. They showed their 
strong conviction of the correctness of their in- 
tormation by declaring that the big purchase 
had not fallen through, but had been tempo- 
rarily postponed merely. 


Dispatches from the Wést continue to give the 
unpleasait phases of the disputes between the 
Granger railways. Though the Rock Island, 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, and other 
xreat systems have refused utterly to be either 
cajoled or coetced by the peace disturbers, Chi- 
cago’s “special dispatches” altogether ignore 
such substantial facts.

THE CHICKAMAUGA ASSOCIATION. 

CHATTANOOGA, Teun., Sept. 19.—The prelimi- 
nary meeting of the Chickamauga Association 
was held this afternoon in a mammoth tent 
erected for the occasion. 

Gen. H. V. Boynton of Washitigton, D. C., ex- 
pressed the belief that the next Congress would 


hear the petition of old soldiers of both sides 
and would rescue the old battlefield from the 
ownership of private parties and dedicate it to 
the perpetuation of the memory of the heroic 
bravery and fortitude of American soldiery. He 
spoke of the battle of Chickamauga as the most 
important of the war and one of the most 
sanguinary ever fought by civilized soldiers, 
In the battle of Chickamauga 334g per cent. of 
both armies was lost, over thirty-five thousand 
men being killed, missing, and captured. Gen. 
Boynton’s address was the keynote of the ocea- 
sion, and the old soldiers stood up and yelled 
for the Chickamauga National Park. 

Following Gen. Boynton, ex-Gov. Albert 8. 
Marks of Tennessee responded in behalf of the 
ex-Contederates of the South, strongly urging 
the organization of the association. There will 
be a barbecue to-day.

THE FAULKNER TRIAL.

We intend to prove to you jurymen 
that Lester, B. Faulkner reported to the Con- 
troller of the Currency in his last statement 
that the Dansvilie bank was only $16,000 short, 
yet in less than thirty days the bank failed 
with $436,000 liabilities and with only $199 iu 
the safe. We expect to show that there was

ster B. Faulkner made bis fraudulent report 
to the United States Treasury.”

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KINGSTON AND TENNY 


THEY WIN 1HE STAKH RACES 
AT BROOKLYN. 

FIVE FAVORITES WIN YESTERDAY, AND 

THE WELL-BACKED BALLET OOLT 
LANDS THE OTHER RACE. 


Although tho air was raw and chilling and 
there was a promise of 9 rather nnenjoyable 
fay at the Brooklyn Jockey Club track yester- 
asy,a great crowd went down thore because 
the two stake eyents, the Culver, for all ages, at 
three-quarters of a mile, and the Fulton, for 
three-year-olds, promised rare sport, The 
promise was fulfilled to the letter, for the racing 
was decidedly interesting, and all at the track 
were amply repaid for their trip there. The 
day’s sport opened decigedly favorable to the 
bettors, for favorites won the first four races 
without any trouble to speak of. The next 
went te acomparative outsider, the unnamed 
Ballet colt; but the victory of Now or Never in 
the last race sent the crowd home ina very 
happy frame of mind That clever colored 
jockey, Hamilton, rode two winners and two 
place horses, and Barnes also rode two winners 
and ene place horse, As Murphy and Anderson 
rode the other two winners, it was altogether a 
day of rejoicing for the followera of the dusky 
division of the jockeys, 

The first of the fixtures to be decided was the 
Cuiver Stakes, at three-quarters of a mile, open 
te horses of all ages. Of the twenty-five horses 
entered but four game to the post for this race, 
the third on the card. These were Kingston, 
Reporter, Geraldine, aad Gramercy, who were 
favored in the bettingin the order named, and 
who finished in that order. The raee was re- 
markabie only as showing how quickly the 
Dwyers’ splendid colt, Kingston, could resover 
from such a bruising raee as he had 
for the Oriental Handicap on Tuesday, 
when Murphy was forced to ride him 
out to the last ounce to win. Geraldine, the 
flying California lly, undertook to race King- 
ston to a standstill in the tirst half, but the 
game stallion would not have if, and easily 
elosed on her and then beat her home handily, 
#8 did also Reporter. Gramercy came Very near 
doing it also, for Geraldine tired padly in the 
stretch and only beat Gramercy home by a neck. 

Then came the running of the rich Fulton 
Stakes, which, before it was run, Daye Pulsifer 
told every one Tenny could not possibly lose. 


Mr. Pulsifer was certainly right, for Tenny won 
, from his fleid in fully as commanding a style as 
did Kingston from his. Neither race amounted 
to much from the time standard, as both were 
run in slow time, due to the tact that ‘the 
track was heayy and helding in spots 
Tenny was, of course, a strong ftavor- 
te, #5 the Messrs. Dwyer had very 
ittle faith in Longstreet’s ability to r- 
form at his best over a heavy track. The first 
mile was covered in slow time, 1:49%, with 
Longstreet, Tenny, Come to Taw, and Senorita 
running all In a buneh to the head of the stretch, 
Garrison lying back in the rear with his mount, 
pindoosrass, When the horses swung inte the 
ome stretch Hindoocratt moved up to the 
jeaders, and Come toTaw and Eric fell back 
to tho rear. There was a@ sharp brush 
for an eighth of a mile between Tenny, 
Longstreet, and Senorita, and then Murphy, 
Beeing that Lorgstrset was beaten, eased up 
and Hindooecraft took his place. But none of 
them could make Mr. Puilsifer’s game little 
horse extend himself, and he won the race very 
cleverly by three lengths from Senorita, who 
managed to beat Hindoocraft home by a half 
length in spite of Garrison's terrific drive on 
the latter. Come to Taw was a good fourth, 
Longstreet and kric, beaten off, bringing up the 
rear. 


The day’s sport opened with a three-quarter- 
mile dash, which Madstone, who could not run 
well enough to win at Sheepshead Bay, won 


very cleverly by three lengths from that good 
sprinter, King Crab,andin better time than 
Kingston made in the Culver Stakes, But Mad- 
stone had @ puil in the weights, and bad the 
advantage of Barnes instead otf Hayward in 
the saddle. Tipstaff was a fair third, and 
Grimaldi, on Whom there was quite a tip, Ham- 
ilton having the mount, was a poor feurth. 


J. A. B. won the sweepstakes atamile and 
three-sixteenths rather easily, though Huntress 
Was a good mare yesterday and was “out for 


the money” this time. Good as she was, she 
Dnly beat Zephyrus a neck for the place, the 
latter a haif length in front of Marauder, who 
didn’t seem able torun more than three-quar- 
ters of a mile at racing speed, though Barnes 
‘worked on him like a major. J,.J, O’B, and 
Panama both seemed to be out for an airing. 

After the big stakes were decided there was a 
scramble for maiden two-year-olds, at five fur- 
longs, which was won aiter a hard fight by the 
Ballet colt, who got the best of avery poor 
start. Major Daly, Masterlode, and Helter 
Skelter were the only ones to make the colt 
hustle, and they finished behind him as named, 
Major Daly being beaten bya neck only. The 
rest of the eloven starters were Dever in the 
race, 

Mr. Caldwell gave Bella B. two lengths the 
best of a very poor and straggling start, but the 
speedy mare wouldn't take advantage of it, and 


at the end of a quarter of a mile began sulking 
avd permitted Swift topass her. Then she 
came again and showed the way iuto the main 
stretch, Swift, King Idle, Joe Courtney—who 
had by far the worst of the start—and Bene- 
dictine close up.

The mean tem- 
jae for the State, 65.49; the 2ist being the 
hottest and the 15th the coldest day, The greatest 
ocal monthly range of temperature was 64°, at 
Middleburg, and the least was 12.7°, at Setauket. 
The temperature was generally below the normal 
excepting at Buffalo, Humphrey, and Setanket, 
where it was slightly above, The average preoip- 
itation for the State was 2.59 inches. The rainiall 
was generally below the average excepting at 
Prien phup, where it was 0.82 inches above; Ron- 
dout, 0.15 inches above; Setauket, 0.70 inches; 
White Plains, 0,11 juches above, and Albany, 0.3} 
above. The greatest monthly rainfall was 4.74 
fuches, at White Plains, and the least was 0.64 
inches, at Eden Centre, Krie County. The preyail. 
ing direction of the wind was southwest.

4th, 9th, 10th, 12th, 165th, 16th, 19th, 20th, dist, 
8d, and 24th, Hail tell on the 2d and 10th. Light

Major WARNER denies having used the 
expressions that we quoted yesterday from 
what we assumed to be an authorita- 
tive interview. That is to say, he denies 
having said that [TANNER had knocked the 
end out of the Pension Bureau, and that a 
Conemaugh Valley’ flood was rushing 
throngh, and, further, he denies having 
said that any man who took TANNER’S 
place must coolly-and deliberately make a 
martyr-of himself. Since Major WARNER 
desires it, he is entitled to the publication 
of this denial. Yet it must be observed 
that the statements were only a pictur- 
esque form of the truth. And we 
may add that the condition of the Pen- 
sion Office which he denies having de- 
scribed was actually due to the faithful 
application of his own ideas. However, 
Major WARNER’s statements and ideas are 
of no special importance to the public 
since he has declined Mr. TANNER’s office. 
What is important is that TANNER’s suc- 
cessor will have to do very much as 
TANNER did or the Administration will 
suffer great loss of popularity among the 
members of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. 


If there were a fighting chance for the 
Democrats in Iowa, they would certainly 
have all the advantage that comes of cour- 
age and candor in the approaching canvass. 
On national issues they take a clear and 
manly stand in favor of a reform of the 
tariff in the interest of the mechanic, the 
operative, and the farmer. On State issues 
they advocate a perfectly well-defined 
policy of high license for the liquor trade, 
which is the most pressing matter before 
the people. For a,candidate they have named

There are indications that Asiatic cholera 
is again moving westward from the home 
of the disease in India. I+ is reported to be 
prevailing in Persia, and several cases have 
appeared in Greece. It may be noted that 
the Alberta, trom Singapore, arrived at the 
Quebec quarantine station two or three days 
ago bearing, as the press dispatches say, one 
passenger suffering from cholera. The pa- 
tient was taken off, and the steamship, 
after having been fumigated, was permitted 
to proceed to Montreal. If the case was 
clearly one of cholera it would have been 
@ more prudent course to detain the Alberia 
for a time at the quarantine station. 


When the Centennial Exposition of 1876 
was languishing for lack of funds New- 
Jersey came to the rescue with what was 
then deemed the noble subscription of 
$100,000. Except the sums voted by Phil- 
adelphia, Pennsylvania, and Congress, it 
was the largest single gift. Now Mr. JoHN 
H. STARIN, as the representative of the 
domestie shipping interest, guarantees a 
subscription for the fair of 1892 of 
$500,000. Mr. STARIN’s letter is valuable 
as a rallying cry even beyond the comforta- 
ble figures upon itsface. He does not wait 
for this committee or for that committee, 
He has confidence in them all, in New-York, 
and in the idea of the fair. Nor is his con- 
fidence that of an enthusiast or a visionary. 
He is a successful, hard-headed man of af- 
fairs. Those who know him as such will 
take especial note that he guarantees this 
half million, not as an unselfish act of mu- 
nicipal patriotism, but because he believes 
the fair will benefit him and those for 
whom he speaks. He calculates that they 
will have the fair, get their money back, 
make incidental profits, and have the glory 
and pleasure for nothing. Perhaps those 
who come after Mr. STARIN will surpass his 
generosity. There are individuals and asso- 
ciated interests which can well afford to do 
so, and cannot very well afford to fall con- 
spicuously below his standard. However 
that turns out, itis now certain that when 
the books are opened they will start with 
an impetus which will surprise some people 
out West. Mr. STARIN says that the ques. 
tion of funds is *‘ the only real problem.” 
The competent members of the Finance 
Committee are doubtless aware—none bet- 
ter—of the distinction between raising 
money and devising a plan for raising 
money. If it shall appear that the com- 
mittee’s delay is due to efforts to have its 
scheme underwritten when it is announced, 
no reasonable delay is too great for. so 
wise a use of time. One plan may 
doubtless be better than another, but 
any good plan will do—if the disposition 
of the people is right. If that basis be 
lacking no plan, however excellent, will 
avail. Mr. STARIN speaks for so substan- 
tial and widespread an interest as to make 
it certain that the popular heart is already 
warm and needs only a master’s touch to 
burst into a blaze. 








THE WOOLEN MANUFACTURERS. 


We commented briefly yesterday morning 
on the resolutions of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Association of 
Woolen Manufacturers. It is now stated 
by members of this committee that there is 
no doubt that the resolutions as prepared 
will be adopted by the National Associa- 
tion at its annual meeting in this city on 
Oct. 3. It is further stated that at that 
meeting there will be presented and adopted 
a schedule of duties which the woolen men 
will demand from Congress at its next ses- 
sion. The artificial condition of the whole 
business, due to its having been so long 
“made the football of politics,” may be 
seen in the fact that this schedule 
of demands will probably be two 
schedules; or, if only one, then one 
subject to modification. If there be 
two, then one will represent what the 
woolen manufacturers think that they 
ought to have in the way of protection if 
the duties on wool are kept at the present 
rates, and the othér will represent what the 
woolen manufacturers wish if the rates on 
wool should be those fixed in the Senate 
pill of last Winter. In any case the de- 
mands of the manufacturers will be 
changed to correspond with changes that 
may be made in duties. Now, we ask, in 
all reason and common sense, how can any 
business hope to derive advantage from 
such fluctuating conditions depending on 
the action of Congress, which in its turn is 
affected by a hundred different influences, 
by the chance prominence of particular 
mén, by the needs of the party in doubtful 
States, by the condition of the Treasury 
from time to time, and others still more 
complicated ? 

But the woolen manufacturers choose to 
build their fortunes on these shifting sands, 
and it must be said that they mean to 
take all they can get of what they think is 
for their benefit as they goalong. Thus 
their first requirement is that the duty on 
imperted woolens shall include a specific 
duty sufficient to compensate for the duty 
en wool. Now, itis plain that this specific 
duty becomes heavier as the price of raw 
wool goes down, and as the tendency for 
some time has been in the direction of 
lower prices the manufacturers may fairly 
expect to have this duty yield them a 
steadily higher ‘‘protection” against their 
foreign competitors. This, of course, is 
what in the ordinary reasoning of 
the protectionists would be called 
sagacious. But, curiously . enough, in 
the. actual operat.»ns of business it has 
proved so far to be mistaken, and very 
likely it will be soin the future. The higher 
| the duty imposed on foreign wool in this

inert the lower the price is to the-for- 


greater importance, the greater is the choice 
of varieties from which the foreign 
manufacturers may make their selection. 
Thus it has happened up to the present time, 
and is very likely to happen in the future, 
that, despite the efforts of the American 
manufacturers to make themselves secure 
inthe home market, the foreigners have 
more and more been able to send their 
goods hére and to find a profitable sale for 
them. 

The recent decision in regard te worsteds 
is a casein point. That was regarded as a 
great triumph for home manufacturers. 
We have, as our readers are aware, ro- 
garded that decision as warranted by the 
facts brought out in evidence, though we 
have not pretended to say what would be 
the final decision of the courts. But that 
isamatter quite apart from the question 
immediately under discussion. The Amer- 
ican worsted makers got the decision they 
wished. They expected to be able, in con- 
sequence, to obtain a better price for their 
goods and to exclude the foreign competi- 
tion that had become so formidable. They 
have been disappointed. The importers, 
for what reason we do not know, 
have been able to put their goods 
on the market since thé decision 
at quite as low prices as before, if not, in 
some cases, a little lower. The American 
manufacturers are naturally very much 
disappointed, and are at a loss how to ac- 
count for the result. We cannot explain it. 
We cah only point to one general principle, 
which, we are confident, will be found a 
safe guide, and that is that the more arti- 
ficial obstacles are put in the way of the 
operation of the natural laws of trade, the 
more intricate the problem of business be- 
comes, and the more uncertain are the cal- 
culations of those engaged in it. The 
woolen manufacturers, if they follow the 
advice of their Executive Committee, are 
about to increase, or try to increase, 
the artificial elements in their calcula- 
tions. They certainly will not find their 
business any more profitable, and are 
almost. certain to find it very much more 
varying and difficult thanitis now. But 
they will learn only by experience, and ap- 
parently they will need a good deal of that. 
The tariff of 1867 has not helped them. It 
has been against them. And yet they: seem 
to want more of the same sort of * protec- 
tion.” If they could get it, they would 
want still more. When will they learn 
that what they really need is a fair field 
and no favor, wool as cheap as their com- 
petitors’ and in as great variety, and then 
they can hold their own in any struggle for 
the world’s trade to which they may be 
challenged. 








STONE AND M’FARLAND. 


When the Acting Commissioner of the 
General Land Office, Mr. STONE, sat down 
to prepare the annual report, a summary 
of which was given to the public yesterday, 
he steadily kept in mind a purpose to dis- 
credit the work of his immediate predeces- 
sors, Mr. SpaRKS and Mr. STOCKSLAGER. 
Therefore a considerable part of the report 
is filled with assertions designed to con- 
vince the reader that these predecessors of 
Mr. STONE were incompetent and vexed 
with hallucinations, and that the Land 
Office groaned under the burden of their 
stupidity or malice while it waited for the 
coming of STONE, the perfect adminis- 
trator. 

Commissioner SPARKS learned from the 
reports of his agents and of those who 
served under his Republican predecessor 
that a great number of persons had ob- 
tained, or were attempting to obtain, pub- 
lic land by fraud or evasion of the laws. 
He undertook to prevent the acquisition 
of land by fraud and to preserve the public 
domain for honest settiers. Mr. STONE 
speaks of Mr. Sparkes’s “useless guards 
against improbable or impossible irregu- 
larities,” and of his ‘‘ unwarranted and un- 
fertunate suspicion that a widespread sys- 
tem of fraud prevailed among claimants on 
the public domain.” 

We cannot suppose that Mr. SToNE has 
become familiar with the reports and ap- 
peals to Congress made by his last Repub- 
lican predecessor, Mr. N. C. MCFARLAND. 
He has been too closely engaged in. the 
more congenial labor of discrediting Mr. 
SPARKS and praising his own remarkable 
ability. In a special report sent to the Sen- 
ate in May, 1884, Commissioner McFar- 
LAND urged that the number of special 
agents should be largety increased in order 
that the acquisition of land by fraud might 
be prevented. Said he: 

“The territory to be covered is so vast and 
the proportion of fraudulent entries found to 
existis so large thatif itbe the intention of 
Congress that the remaining public lands shall 
be protected from indiscriminate absorption 
through illegal and fraudulent appropriation, 
more adequate legislative measures will need 
to be adopted. The repeal of the pre-emption 
and timber culture laws, which I have hereto- 
fore récommended, is one of the first essential 
steps inthis direction. It is not possible by 
any administrative action to close the doors 
opened to abuses under these laws. This may 
equally be said in reference to the timber land 
and desert land laws, and the commutation 
features of the homestead laws, and also of the 
provision allowing the filing of soldiers’ home- 
stead declarations by attorney, which latter 
provision is used to defraud both the soldier 
and the Government. 

*‘An examination of pending entries alleged 
and believed to be fraudulent would require a 
special: agent to be constantly onduty in each 
of the principal land districts, and in some dis- 
tricts one such agent would be unable to cope 
with the work before him.” 

This Republican Commissioner repeatedly 
urged that the public domain could be pre- 
served for honest men only’ by repealing 
‘all laws for the disposal of public lands, 
except the homestead law,” because the 
cases of fraud under those laws were so 


clared that ‘‘ the great abuses flowing from 
the illegal acquisition of land titles by fic- 
titious pre-emption entries and the exac- 
‘tions made upon bona fide settlers, who are 
often obliged to buy off such claims in 
order to get access to public lands, render 
the repeal, [of the pre-emption law,] inmy 
judgment, a matter of public necessity.” 
He continued : 

“ Pre-emption claims are filed when no inten- 
tion of perfecting entries exists, but the alleged 
claim is held for speculation, or as a cover for 
aenuding land of its timber, The average pro- 


portion of entries to filings 4s less than ono-balf. 
In cases 6f entries actualiy made it is found 





numerous. In his last annual report he de-' 
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areas of agricultural and grazing lands are en- 
tered in fictitious names or by persons em- 
ployed for the purpose, and the lands thus pass 
into speculative holdings or holdings in large 
quantities for permanent control.” _ 

Examples of fraud were also cited in sup- 
port of his recommendations with refer- 
ence to other laws. Concerning the Timber 
Land act, he said: 

“The restrictions ana limitations of the act 
are flagrantly violated. Information isin my 
possession that much of the most valuable tim- 
ber land remaining in possession of the Gov- 
ernment on the Pacific coast is being taken up 
by home and foreign companies and capitalists 
through the medium of entries made by persons 
hired for that purpose.” 


And in conclusion he spoke as follows: 

“If itis the legislative purpose to adhere to 
the policy of preserving the remaining public 
lands for actual settlers, and to prevent the 
acquisition of great bodies of land in fraud of 
lew by single individuals and corporations, 
American or foreign, sufficient means should 
be placed at the disposal of the Land Depart- 
ment to prevent the vast and widespread viola- 
tions of law which have been brought to the 
knowledge of this department and the notice of 
Congress.” 

Mr. McFarRLanp did not procure from 
Congress either the legislation concerning 
land laws or the appropriations for agents 
which he desired. Wheh Mr. SPARKS came 
into office he was led by his Republican 
predecessor’s reports to pursue inquiries as 
to fraud, and, with encouragement that Mr. 
McFARLAND had not received, he obtained 
agreat deal of information in addition to 
that procured by his predecessor, and was 
able by his reports and his acts to reclaim 
land that had been stolen and to check the 
operations of the thieves. 

Will Mr. SToNE say that Commissioner 
McFARLAND was moved by an “unwar- 
ranted and unfortunate suspicion that a 
widespread system of fraud prevailed 
among claimants on the public domain” ? 
Willhe say that Commissioner MCFARLAND’S 
Republican agents in Dakota, Wyoming, 
Montana, ‘and other Territories, whose re- 
ports were as severe as any that were after- 
ward made by Commissioner SPARKS, were 
moved by “unwarranted suspicion ?” 
STONE has been Acting Commissioner for 
less than four months, but it is unfortunate 
that the Land Office fell into his hands for 
even one week. 








WAREHOUSES ON THE PIERS. 

A case is pending in one of the courtsin 
this city in which it is proposed to test the 
question whether the piers on our water 
front can be lawfully covered in and used 
as sterehouses for the exclusive use of cer- 4 
tain leasing corporations, or whether they 
must be left open for the common use of the 
public. The greater part of the water front 
is public property, and the piers and docks 
are constructed by the city at public ex- 
pense for the accommodation of commerce. 
The policy has been pursued for many years 
of leasing certain piers to steamship and 
railroad companies at an annual rental 
for their exclusive use. In former times 
wharves were held to be open as public 
streets to be used in common by all who 
had occasion for them. After the system 
of leasing had been adopted in place of that 
oi fixing common charges for the use of 
piers and docks by all comers without dis- 
crimination, the practice grew up on the 
part of the lessees of assuming that they 
had the exclusive right not only to load 
and unload merchandise upon these struct- 
ures, but to keep them in constant use as 
places of storage. They began by covering 
them over for the protection of goods, and 
finally completely inclosed them as if they 
were private property, transforming them 
into warehouses as well as landing places. 


This practice had no legal sanction prior 
to 1875, when an act was passed by the 
Legislature legalizing such pier sheds as 
already existed, but making it unlawful to 
cover over the piers still remaining open 
and used by vessels with a draught of fif- 
teen feet. Some of these were already so 
far monopolized by certain branches of 
trade that only a small -number were still 
accessible to vessels that belonged to no 
leasing company. Last Winter the New- 
York and New-England Railroad Com- 
pany leased a pier on the East River 
with the intention of covering it over 
and using it in the customary way. for 
storage and traffic purposes, making it in 
effect a freight station and warehouse. 
An injunction was obtained to prevent 
this, but the Legislature before the close 
of the session passed an act in the interest 
of the company authorizing the shedding 
of any wharf on the East River, provided 
the roof of the shed was made accessible 
for the ‘‘resort and recreation” of the 
people. In view of this new law the com- 
pany has been trying to get rid of the in- 
junction which still stands in its way, but 
the Attorney General has refused to assent 
to its dissolution, and proposes to have the 
question tested whether the Legislature has 
any power to authorize the inclosing of 
piers to prevent their general use by the 
public. 

The legal aspects of the matter may be 
left to the determination of the courts, but 
the general policy of dealing with the docks 
of the city is ore of great interest and im- 
portance. It is a question how far it is ad- 
visable to grant to transportation com- 
panies the exclusive use of the most eligible 
piers and to permit them to be converted 
into placesof storage for merchandise. Our 
water front is extensive, but it is not very 
abundantly supplied with good accommoda- 
tions for shipping, and the facilities for 
transshipping cargoes at convenient points 
are decidedly limited. Itis evident that if 
the docks may be leased to companies en- 
gaged in transportation for any use to which 
they may see fit to put them, they are likely 
to use far more space than is required for the 
legitimate purposes of a landing place. By 
the payment of high rentals, which they 
can afford because they secure at once a 
landing place and a valuable and con- 
venient site for a warehouse, they are en- 
abled to monopolize the best parts of the 
water front and to restrict the space avail- 
able for general commerce. The leading 
steamship and railroad corporations may 
appropriate to themselves and shut out 
from all other use such _ portions 
of the river fronts as they choose 
to pay for precisely as if they. were not 
public property intended for the general ac- 
commodation of trade. What was origi-

be converted into private premises, just as 
' if a portion of a public street were to be in- 
closed and covered over for use as a railroad 
station. It is certain that no public author- 
ity could grant the right to such a use of 
the streets, and it is claimed on one side in 
this legal controversy as to the shedding of 
piers that it has no more right to permit 
the indlosing and roofing over of public 
wharves. The determination of this ques- 
tion may have an important effect upon the 
administration of the docks of the city 
hereafter. If the Legislature has no power 
to authorize the inclosing and covering of 
piers, every building now occupying them 
has no legal right to exist, and the whole 
water. front may be cleared of such ob- 


stractions.

TIN MINING. 


Under the title of “Questions and An- 
swers Regarding Tin Plate” an article is 
published in the last issue of our ultra-pro- 
tectionist contemporary, ‘the 4merican 
Economist, which contains such glaring 
misstatements that we think 4 well to cor- 
rect them, lest they should be taken, even 
by that portion of the public for whom 
they are specially written, as facts, and 
mislead those who are really desirous of 
information on the important question 
of the possibility and means of build- 
ing up in this country the business of 
tin-plate manufacture. After ridiculing 
the questions put on the subject by 
the United Question Clubs of Massachu- 
setts the writer of the article proceeds to 
answer them in his own fashion and ap- 
parently to his satisfaction; but with this 
argumentative part of the subject we are 
not dealing at present, being simply de- 
sirous of correcting the gross exaggerations 
and inacuracies which are served up as 
“facts and not fancies,” and perhaps by 
our timely interference we may save our 
contemporary at some future date from the 
cruel imputation of acting as stool pigeon 
for unscrupulous company promoters. 

The first statement made is merely an 
assertion without proof, viz., that *‘in this 
country there are numerous mines contain- 
ing enough tin ore to supply the world for 
centuries.” On referring to “The Mineral 
Resources of the United States,” published 
annually by the United States Geelogical 
Survey, we fail to find any confirmation of 
the above statement; in fact, the evidence 
is directly centrary, and itis well known 
among truthful and practical mining ex- 
perts that there is not a single mine in 
the United States which has in it tin 
ore sufficient for one-twentieth of one 
year’s supply for thiscountry alone. Tin 
ore has been found in many parts of the 
country—North Carolina, Virginia, Califor- 
nia, Montana, and Dakota—but so far it 
has not been found in paying quantities in 
any of these localities, aud in Dakota, 
where the deposits ef low-grade tin-bearing 
rock are of the largest extent yet discov- 
ered, and where the greatest amount of 
capital has been expended in prospect 
work, there is nothing yet worthy of the 
name of a tin mine, and the best that can 
be said for the outlook there is that the 

.prospects are promising, if such low-grade 
stuff with a peculiarly-difficult gangue to 
handle can be profitably worked. 

Then Temescal Mountain in San Bernardi- 
no County, Cal., is specified by our con- 
temporary as being said ‘*to contain tin ore 
sufficient to supply this country for a cent- 
ury, so easily accessible that it crops out 
from the surface of the ground, and so rich 
that it yields from 15 to 20 percent. of 
pure metal.” Such a fairy tale as this re- 
quires’ neither serious consideration nor 
refutation, as, with tin at 20 cents a pound, 
is it possible that such incalculable mining 
wealth would lie idle in California where 
mining and metallurgical operations are un- 
derstood and practiced as thoroughly as in 
any part of the globe? On referring to 
the report of the California State Mineral- 
ogist for the past year, a trustworthy 
authority in a matter of fact of this desorip- 
tion, we find the following on the famous 
Temescal Tin Mines: ‘“* The tin occurs asso- 
ciated with much manganese, some arsenic, 
iron, and ether substances, in veins which 
traverse the granite, &c. E. N. ROBINSON, 
in charge of the property, states that there 
are over fifty such veins, with nearly par- 
allel strike and dip, within a region here 
about seven miles long and some four miles 
wide. The existence of tin at this locality 
has been known for twenty-fiveor thirty 
years. But no reduction works were ever 
erected, and sufficient work has never yet 
been done under ground to prove whether 
there are any mines here that will pay. If 
they are ever successfully worked, it will 
be necessary to crush and'concentrate all 
the ore before smelting, and it is some 
distance from the mines to any point where 
a sufficient supply of water could be ob- 
tained.” 

The foregoing misstatements we.can only 
attribute to a deliberate intention to mis- 
lead, as the facts are easily ascertainable by 
any onein this country desirous of learning 
the truth, but the following blunder is sim- 
ply that of anignoramus. The yield of the 
‘‘Welsh” mines is represented as from 3 to 
5 per cent. of pure metal It is true that 
tin plate comes from South Wales, but it is 
the first time that we have heard of Welsh 
tin mines. What little English tinis used 
in the manufacture of tin plates comes from 
Cornwall and Devon and not Wales, and 
the average yield of the ore is not more 
than 21, per cent. metallic tin. The South 
Wales tin-plate works depend for their sup- 
ply of tin mainly on the Straits Settlements 
and Australia, and we have equally good 
facilities for acquiring the raw material, 
as, fortunately, there is no duty on the im- 
port of tin in bars or pigs. Nooneis more 
anxious than ourselves to see tin mining 
and the manufacture of tin plates added to 
our industries, but we fear that if the latter 
is to be dependent upon the home supply of 
tin, fostered by the ‘“‘booming” of the 
American.Economist and the additional duty 
advocated by the same organ, its prospects

The Babylonian expedition sent ont last year

Mr. Edgar Marshall’s colossal picture of 
Christ seems to be in Rochester, N. Y., for the 
Post-Express of that city allows Mr. George 
David Brown several columns in which to dis- 


cuss it. The painter engraved on steel a very 
large reduction of this ideal work, and proposed 
to exhibit painting and prints throughout the 
country. ‘“‘My ambition wus,” he explained 
some years ago, “to paint the ideal young 
Syrian Jew when he became conscious that He 
Was possessed of greater power than that of 
ordinary men.

F. W. Ruckstunl’s design for a statue to Capt. 
Eads is shown in plaster at St. Louis in the Ex- 
position Building. He stands in a contempla- 
tive attitude wearing a dressing gown, a real- 
istic garment which Mr. Ruckstuhl considers 
an innovation in sculpture, lending a ‘* dignity 
and picturesqueness that cannot otherwise be 
obtained.”

He proposes that the statue (in bronze) 
should be ten feet high and the pedestal, with 
base, about thirteen. Dolphins and boat prows 
are to jut from the four faces of the pedestal, 
on which bronze plates for inscriptions and re- 
liefs are to be fixed. The place suggested by 
the sculptor is Bridge-square, and the estimated 
cost of the monument is $25,000.

after the most famous pieces of soft Sdvres.

M.Garnier has repro- 
duced some of the most famous pieces in the 
great collections of England as well as of France.

OBITUARY. 
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JOSEPH FISHER. 

In the death of Joseph Fisher, at his country 
residence, the Chateau de Janvry, neat Paria 
on Monday, one of the old merchant importers 
of this city passed away. Mr. Fisher had been 
in poor health for some time previons to hig 
death, and while at Carlsbad last Summer with 
his wife and one of his daugnters, the Countess 
a’ Aramon, he had an attack of paralysis, from 
which he never recovered. 

Mr. Fisher was born in Ireland in 1818, and 
came to this country when ayoung man. He 
began his business career in adry goods house 
in Philadelphia. He soon went into the Im- 
porting business, and became connected with 
the firm of Butterfield Brothers & Co. of Phil. 
adelphia. There he was successful, and about 
1847 he came to New-York and entered the 
firm of Marsh, Fisher & Booth. On the dissolu. 


tion of the firm Mr. Fisher continued tn bask 
ness under the firm name of Joseph Fisher & 
Co. In 1859 he established the house of Fisher, 
Donnelly & Co. in Duane-street. 

The house was very successful, andin 1865 
Mr. Donnelly retired, and two years later Mr. 
Fisher gave up business. He then went abroad 
with hia family and made Paris bis tempo 
home. He made his country residence at the 
Ch&teau de Janvry. He made frequent visita 
back to this country, and though preserving hig 
residence here he has practicaliy spent the last 
years of his life in leisure abroad. He leaves a 
widow and two daughters,oneof whom mar- 
ried the Count de la Gherardesca of Florence 
fae other married the Count d’Aramon o 

aris. 

When Mr. Fisher retired from business he haa 
amassed a large fortune, and it is estimated 
that at the time of his death he left between 

1,500,000 and $2,000,0V8. A large part of his 

ortune 1s invested in real estate and property 
in this city, including the Hotel Normandie, 
Mr, Fisher was a wember of the Century Ciub, 
and up to 1874 was a Trustee of the Emigrants 
Industrial Savings Bank. He gave largely te 
charities, the ground for tne Church of 8t. 
Elizabeth at Fort Washington being one of hia 
gifte. The funeral will be held in Paris, and 
the burial will be in Florence.

Gerhard Janssen, who died yesterday at his 
home at Richmond terrace, New-Brighton, & L, 
had served as Consul to the United States from 
Servia for the last six years. His death oc.- 
curred after an illness of a few days, due to a 
congestive chill Mr. Janssen was well known 
‘as @ produce commission merchant,in which 
business he had engaged in this city for more 
than thirty years. He was born in 1824, at 
Emden, Hanover, and came to this country 
when @ young man.

Haven.  aliroad to West Farms siation, thence to 
Ciason’s Point road, about seven and a half miles 
from the station.” 


J. R. Croes writes from the Chief Engineer's 
office of the Suburban Rapid Transit Company, 
40 and 42 Wall-street, iv favor of Claremont 
Park and vicinity, and urging that the com- 
mittee give a whole day to its examination. He 
says: “ The pine of transportation facill- 
ties is the vital one and must be very carefully 
considered.” 

Henry B. B. Stapler of 11 Pine-street, Chair-_ 
man, and sixteen other members of a committee 
of citizens of Pelham Manor write in favor of 
Pelham Bay Park as tne site for the World’s 
Fair, and invite the Committee on Site to visit 
it, offering to furnish transportation by special 
train if they will do so, 

George H. Morrison of 120 Broadway writes 
in favor of Bronx Park, saying: 

“Bronx Park is nearer in distance than any siteas 
yet named with the exception of Central Park and is 
nearer to the mass.of people in point of time than 
the upper end of Central Park or the Riverside 
Drive, as it can be reached from the Grand Central 
Station by express trains in ten or twelve minute” 
time, and which has tacilities for handling 300,000 
people per day with ease and comfort. If after ex- 
amination you cannot recommend it a8 a site within 
yourselves, why not invite the Finance Commit. 
tee to examine it with you ?”’ y 

Edward T. Young of 59 Liberty-street writes 
ot “the moderate temperature, in midsummer 
that prevails on the East River compared with 
the Hud-on,” and says that “the people of 
Brooklyn—800,000 inhabitants—want the fair 
on the east side, where they can couventent) 
reach it by water.” He suggests Oak Point an 
Jands adjacent. 


THE MAYOR’S MAIL. 

Senator John Sherman sent a letter warmly 
favoring New-York as-the place in which the 
great World’s Fair should be held. He said: 
* ZT heartily promise, as a private citizen as weil 
as @ member of the Senate, any aid I can render 
to the proposed exposition, and hope it will be 
mace, as you say, ‘worthy of the industrial 
progress of the world.” New-York is the proper 


place for such an exposition, the place to which 
all roads aye not only on the land but on the 
sea. In this respect New-York is second only 
to London, and in breadt# of country, popula- 
tion, and ease of access has advantage over that 
great city. But this advantage is confined to 
the oity of New-York, and does not extend to 
its outlying provinces. ‘I notice the difference 
of opinicn 18 to the location of site, put permit 
me, as av tL upartia! outsider, to express an opin- 
jon that the best sive isin the heart of the city, 
Union-square if large enouch, and next to that 
Central Park. While the use of this park may 
inconvenience for a season a few of the reai- 
dente, the location there will, more than any- 
thing else, assure the success of the exposition.” 

There was 4 large batch of letters froin Mayors 
and Governors. Some of these were very per- 
tinent. 

Gov. Larrapee of Iowa writes: 

“Tt would be much more convenient for the peo. 
ple of Iowa, and I think they generally favor having 
this exposition in Chicago. And in that reapect f 
am in entire sympathy with them, However, 
ghoul it be desided to hold the expesition in New- 
York, I should be most happy to co-operate with 
yon. Aud I am sure our people would do their best 
to make the exposition worthy of the United States 
and the industrial progress of the world.” 

Gov. James A. Beaver of Pennsylvania writes: 
“JT have heretofore publicly exp my views 
upon the subject of the proper place to hold the 
commemorative fair refer to. I have not 
changed those views in any pendence oa but be- 
lieve that New-York is in all respects the most 
desirable place for holding it.” 

In indorsing W. E. D. Stokes’s letter commend- 
ing the Hiverside site, Mr. Frank R. Houghton 
writes: 

“ other advan of the Riverside site are 
tupaeeete the robe ye heart of the city and 
can be m the most accessible of any of the prom- 
jnent sites mentioned. It is nn average elevation of 
t 126 feet above tidewater. :

Grant’s tomb would alone draw thousands to this 
particular vicinity. People coming from Brooklyn 
or Jersey City could have a delightful sail up the 
broad Hudson, which would be much more pleasant 
than sailing througn the narrow and dangerous 
East River. Visitors coming from out of town 
on steamers, yachts, &c,, would tind it very com. 
fortabie to remain on board while anchored in 
forty feet of water. Yachting and boating could be 
made very attractive features. The managers of 
the fair would be justified in spending considerably 
more money on permanent buildings at Riverside 
and Morningeide than they would some subur- 


ban part of our city. 

‘* Another reason why the west side should derive 
the benefit from a World’s Fair; the property own- 
ers there paid milliong to obtain Riverside and 
Morningside Parks, while the whole city at large 
paid the cost for obtaining the recently acquired 
parks in the new wards.”’ 


DEFECTS POINTED OUT. 

If the views of Mr. George 8. Lespinasse of 
the real estate firm of Lespinasse & Co,, than 
whom few men know more about New-York 
City real estate, are sound, the site which has 

O1nd:o ouchfavor n ihe e. es of the Commit- 
tce on dite ia not such a desirable spot as has 
been supposed. “In the first place,” Mr. Les- 
pinasse said, ‘in the whole length and breadth 
of that site there is not a Vacant, clear spot of 
sufficient space to accommodate a suitable 
machinery hall. Such a structure should and 
probably will be in the neighborhood of from 
2,000 to 2,500 feet in length. The biggest 
level clear space available now is the North 
Meadow, in the northern part ot Central Park, 
(which is included in the area which it is pro- 
posed to appropriate,) and that meadow consists 
of only nineteen acres. It would be simply im- 
possible to put up a building there adequate to 
the needs for which it is intended. 

‘Next to the North Meadow in point of size is 
the land on which the Bloomingdale Insane 
Asylum stands. That is only 1,560 feet long 
by 800 feet wide, and is already incumber ed by 
the immense building used as the asylum and is 
clearly unavailable for machinery halle. These 
two spaces disposed of, there remains the third 
and last spot—the land between One Hunared 
and Tenth and One Hundred and Thirteenth 


streets and Tenth and Morningside avenues—on 
which it ig proposed to erect the Episcopal 
Cathedral. That space is but 730 feet long and 
800 feet wide. Where, then, would the big hall 
of the exposition be built? 

“ fhe next question to be considered 1s the char- 
acter of the ground to be chosen. In this par- 
ticular inatance the whole territory selected or 
about to be selected, from One Hundred and 
‘Yenth-street to One Hundred and Twenty-sec- 
ond-street, 18 cut up at intervals of 290 feet by 
raised streets, leaving innumerabie rectangular 
holes to be filled up before the surface is made 
level. This, too, would resuit in the closing 
op practically of the streets between Oue 

undred and Tenth and Oue Hundred and 
Twenty-second streets. It would entail an im- 
menseé amount of lavor, time, and expense, and 
would be one of the tirst drawbacks to the 
financiu) success of the exposition. 

“In this property—from One Hundred and 
Tenth to One Hundred and Twenty-second- 
street—there is an aggrexate of 1,638 lots. 
How does the commission know that they can 
ail be acquired? There are between 200 and 
300 owners or lessees to be consulted, and sume 
of them may not be ina position to be able to 
release their individual property. Lots in the 
neighborhood mentioned cost sometuing like 
$7,000 each, and, tiguring at this rate, the total 
value of the site aa described would be $11,466,- 
000. Its rent—and the terw of the lease, 1 it 
were leased, would be four years—would be 
$573,000 a year—in all, $2,292,0V00 for the mere 
landen_ which to boid the exposition, and what 
wouid the buildings cost? 

**Can this land, unsultableas it isfor the World’s 
Fair, be acquired? None—or perhaps I should 
say, Very few—of the many individual owners 
have been consulted about the matter, and I 
know that there would be many difficulties en- 
countered and which would have to be over- 
come before an exposition on this site were pos- 
Bible. Many of the owners have mortgaged their 
lots, the greater number of which were bought 
merely as speculations, and those mortgaxes 
would have to be taken into consideration very 
largely. Yhis question has never been consid- 
ered at all by the committee. It is easy for 
them to believe and to be led to believe that 
this yen can be easily and cheaply ac- 
quired, but know that it cannot bea The 
owuers cannot afford to carry their property for 
four years and will insist upon the full award. 
Self-interest and self-preservation would make 
it absolutely necessary for them to so insist. 

“T have said that $11,466,000 is the probable 
value of the land inclosed within the liwits of 
this site. ‘hat doés not in any way include the 
very great Improvements which have been 
made within recent years upon the property, 
nor does it include the cost of the buildings 
which would have to be purchased and torn 
down, nor the indemnification of those people 
who have secured long leases upon some ot 
the property. The improvement to the land on 
which the Bloomingdale Asylum stands has 
been immense, and, by the way,the trouble 
and distress incidental to the removal of the 
lunatics in that institution does not seem to 
have been taken into consideration in looking 
up6n this site for the fair. They could not be 
turned out into the streets, and it would take, I 
believe, certainly a year to provide another 
place for them and get them into it. And to 
what use could the asyluw itself, which takes 
up so much vaivable room, be safely put? That 
is another question which would have to be met. 

“ Besides those improvements to which 1 


the Leake and Watts Asylum. They are exten- 
siveapd expensive. There are also many pri- 
vate houses—handsome ones, sonie of them— 
and the expense incidental to their purchase 
and destruction would be very much larger, { 
think, than the committee or iis advisers have 
any idea of. Therental of all this aione, 
anounting, as it would, to over $2,000, is suifi- 
cient, in my mind, to kill the idea of the expo- 
sition at the very start, if such an expenditure 
for mere land was necessary. And all these 
constitute the sum total of my reasons for be- 
heving that the site should be rejected without 
question. 

** What is necded for an exposition site—not 
only needed, but, 1p my opinion, absolutely 
nevessary—is a large plot of level land con- 
trolled by wealthy men, who would consent to 
give the land for the time it was needed witb- 
out thinking of requiring any compensation. 
There is such a territory, and one only, within 
the boundaries of the city of New-York. That 
tract running north from One Hundred and 
Forty-second-street, bounded on the west by 
Seventh-avepue and on the east by Fifth-ave- 
nue and the Hariem River, to Macomb's Dam 
Bridge, at One Hundred and Fifty-tifth-street, 
crossing over the bridge; running thence up 
Jerome avenue to Mott-avenue, thence across 
the Harlem River to the junction on the Hariem 
and Fifth-avenue. This comprises:an area of 
320 acres, of which 80 are on the New-York 
side of the river and the balance in the Twen- 
ty-third Ward, Itis, in my upinion, just exact- 
ly the site for the exposition. 

‘* Its similarity to the Paris Exposition site is 
remarkable. Most of the land 18 as level as 
your hand, and 30 acres of it, making up Cedar 

ark, which is owned by the city, is on hich 
ground, overlooking the river and commanding 
& most excellent view of the rest of the site. 
The river rolling between is not any wider than 
the reine, which divides tue Paris Exposition 
grounds, and could be easily and snes pensive 
bridged. The site has good water and uplan 
fronts, is easily reached from New-York, and 
all trains coming into New-York from the north 
and west pass Within a few hundred feet of it. 
It would give room for any and all kinds of 
buildings that are or may be contemplated, and 
is just the site tor the fair. It contains 110 
more acres than are taken up by the great 
Paris show. 

“All this property is owned or controlled by 
the Astors, the Morrises, the Pinkney and 
Watts estates, and three gentlemen whose 
names I do not at this moment recall. I firmly 
believe that if the owners were speronenes. in 
the proper Manner they would readily consent 
to loan their property for the purpose of the 
exposition. hy should they not, for the lund 
which they loaned would be returned to them 
worth four times as much as at tlie time it was 
loaned, and it would be carried for four years, 
about, perfectly free from taxation. If this lo- 
cation were chosen, too, 1t would do away at 
once and forever with any thought of specula- 
tion or personal financial advantage to any 
persons. People like the Astora ani the other 
owners, with their large wealth, could not be 
supposed to entertain any desires to enrich 
themselves at the expense of the exposition. 

* Tnose are my views, and I think it would be 
wise to impress upon the committee the disad- 
vantages of the site avove the Fark and the ad- 
vantages of the other site suggested. The com- 
mittee has looked at that much of the Jland 
which lies above the Harlem, but the desire to 
keep the fair on Manhattan Island led them to 
rejectit. But that land and that which les on 
this s de of the river, taken together, has uever 
petore beeD cousidered.”

for the Government in the navy yard was a 


brought down a large number of guests. In 


depth of 23 feet 9 inches, which Was as full as 
the low tide would admit. Work was then im- 
mediately bexun to lighten the caisson of the 
water which held it down inits place. This 
also ocoupied an hour, and the caisson gate was 
then swung out of the way by steam power. 
The principal feature of the ceremonies was 
the docking of the United States steamer Yan- 
tic. She was decorated with bunting, and on 
her deck was the band of the navy yard, which 
from time to time rendered papular and patri- 
otic strains, Capt. Charles H. Rockwell at 
12:04 o’clock got her settled over the place 
she was to occupy in the dock, and the caisson 
was swung to behind her. This was the signal 
for a salute from her steam whistle, which was 
answered by steamers and factories. The 
choice of the Yantic was a good one to show off 


the proportions of the dock, as she is only 900 
tonsa displacement, and looked smaller still 
when the water had been pumped out of the 
dock. The docking and pumping out of the 
dock took about two hours, but this length of 
time was due tg the fact that only one of the 
two pumps was used and the delay necessary in 
the adjustment of the shores to keep her on a 
level Keel. 

The guests subsequently went to the huge loft 
of the timver house, where a large dining hall 
had been partitioned off by a tasteful drapery 
ot flags, the centre piece at the head of the ball 
being the three-starred Rear Adwiral’s emblem 
in honor of Rear Admiral James E. Jouett, 
United States Navy, who was present.

tion Company.

The new dock is 530 feet over all and will 
take a Vessel of 430 feet in length of keel, 26 
feet 6 inches draught, aud in width will take any- 
thing now afloat. The depth of water at the 
entrance to the duck at high water will be 26 
feet 6 inches, and at low, water will be 23 feet 8 
inches, the rise and fall of the tide at the et 
yard being 2 feet 10 inches. The average dept 
of the southern branch of the Elizabeth River, 
which forms the approach to the new dook, is 
about 35 feet at high water, and this will 
aliow the largest ships of the navy to come 
upatany time. The site of the dock, which is 
néar the southern end of the yard, was chosen 
on account of the width of the river at the 
point snd its close proximity to. he various 
Shops of the yard. The axis of the dock lies 
about borthwest by southeast, aud? it is pro- 
tected on three sides trom heavy. gales, which 
makes 1t possible to dock a vessel inthe rough- 
est weather. Lhe dovok when tull holds avout 
8,000,000 gallons of water, and at the ofilicial 
inspection of the duck Tuesday by the 
bourd headed by Capt. F. Bunce, 
United States Navy, it was emptied 
in the sbort time of 1 hour 5 minutes 
26 seconds. The pumps are two in nuw- 
ber avd of the centriiugal ovder, built by 
the Southwark Foundry and Machine Company 
ot Philadelphia, They have wn averaxe capacity 
each of apuut 52,000 galions per minute. The 
contract for the building of the dock specitied 
that these puwps should bave & capacity of 
40,000 gallons, but the test Tuesday shuws them 
to be largely avove this tigure. 

The foundation of tie dook is piling, over 
which, to the depth of three feet, is a solid bed 
of concrete. Above the cuncrete fluor the dock 
is of wood, and a million teet of Georgia heart 
pine and almost as wuch otuer timber was used 
in its construction. Where any of the timber is 
exposed to tie salt water it was creosoted to 
prevent it from the destroying attacks or the 
toredo worln. ‘the Culsson which cioses the 
mouth of the dockis an iron structure ribved 
‘wid riveted like a@ modern cruiser, and it is 
worked with water Daliast. ‘here are eight 
feeding valves and culverts through it, and 
by them the dock has by actual test been 
fioodeu to a depth of twenty-tive jeer in tifty- 
five minutes. Ail of the bilge blocks are oper- 
ated [rom the tup of the dock. ‘The sides of the 
dock, which are constructed with steps which 
have eight inches rise and ten incaes tread, 
makes shoring easy. This dock is 100 feet 

. shorter than the one recently constructed at 
Newport News for the Chesapeake Dry Dock 
aud Construction Company, but the other di- 
mensions ure about ihe same, while the one 
opened at the navy yard to-day has vastiy the 
advantage in the ease with which large vessels 
may be ducked, and also in the depth of the 
water which forme the approach. 

This is the first of the turee dry docks con- 
tracted for with the Government by J. E. 8imp- 
son & Co,, and its completion before avy of tue 
others is due tothe favorable conditions of 
climate which have allowed tbe work to pro- 
gress throughout the Winter months almost 
without interruption. The dovks constructed 
to this date by J. E. Simpson & Oo, are three at 
Boston, which have been working ever since 
1856 and have had only $5,000 spent on them 
in repairs since completed; two at Brooklyn, N. 
Y., completed in 1864; one at Wilmington, Del, 
and owned by the Harlan & Hoilings- 
worth Company; one at Philadelphia 
owned by the Messrs. Cramp; one at 
Baltimore owned by the Baltimore Dry 
Dock Company; the one at Ne»port News, 
and one at St. Johns, N. F., owned by her Brit- 
ish Majesty’s Cojonial Government, which was 
completed in 1884, and no repairs have been 
made on any of them except those at Buston. 
Almost alongside of the simpson dock lies the 
stone dry dock which was completed in 1833 
aiter six years and a half of work, at a cost o 
$974,356 65, and which in length is only 300 
feet, This gives a very iair chance for a com- 
—— of the cost 0: the two Classes of docks, 

he Simpson dock, 530 feet long, costing only 
$495,707 57, and being completed iu just twen- 
ty-two months from tue time of the signing of 
the contracts.

It is said to be owned by an 
American company. It is about two hundred 
and fifty miles from Kingston, and is known as 
@ guano island. 

BALTIMORE, Sept. 19.—The Navassa Guano 
Company of New-York has owned the island 
since 1854. The receivers of the company in 
Baltimore say that they did hear by an incom- 
ing oe of some little trouble, but only yester- 
day h @ cablegram by way of London, in 
which no mention is made of trouble. Their 
foreman has been there three years and never 
bad any difficulty, and it is unlikely that he bas 
had now. The Baltimore ageuts of the com- 
pany think that probably an English Captain, 
thinking he could wake a better charter elae- 
where, and wishing to break the charter with 
the company, went over to Kiugston, only sixty 
inlies distant, and made this taise report. The 
company has employed on the island 150 men 
sent from Ba:timore—colored laborers and 
white officers—and the only harm the report 
can do 1s to unnecessarily alarm the families of 
these men. 


Navassa is a small island about forty miles 
west of the western point of Haysti, sixty miles 
west of Mole St. Nicolas. It is a barren island, 
It has 
no inhabitants except employes of the company 
that works and ships the phosphates. It has 
loug been noted as the only island in the West 
India xroup that flies the American flag, and 
this is Ouly because the company finds greater se- 
curity in that flag than in any other. No person, 
under the company’s rules, is allowed to land 
on the island without an order from the officers 
ot the company, no Woman under any circum- 
stances whatever, and neither male nor female 
is permitted to carry any spirituous liquors to 
theisland. Every workman who goes there is 
enlisted by the company for two years’ service, 
and no one is allowed to leave within that time. 

The company leasing and owning the phos- 
phate beds is known as “The Quaker Com- 
pany,” and its employes are all either Ameri- 
cans or such negroes as they can hire cheaply 
from Haytior the Bahamas. The entire popu- 
lation of the island does not exceed 200.

At yesterday’s session of the International 
Cigarmakers’ Convention a proposition was of- 
tered to amend Article I. of the constitution so 
as to allow local unions to issue the union label 
to shops irrespective of the employment of 
union or non-union packers. After along dis- 
cussion it was decided that the label should be 
given toshops that employ union packers, al- 
though it is left optional with the pavkers to 
join the Cigarmakers’ International Union or 
have their own unions. 

Another ameudment to the constitution 
caused a iong discussion. It was moved to 
strike out a Clause giving the label only to those 
Tuciories that pay $6 per 1,000 cigars as the 
mWinimum price. lt was urged thatin District No. 
9 in Pennsylvania many hands worked for very 
low wages, some as luw as 31 25 per 1,000. It 
was true that these cheap cigars were wlat are 
known as stozies. In several Slates, it was de- 
clared, people who had enemies offered them 
stugies to smoke and thus killed them, but 
Penneylvanians were proof against that kind of 
poison, The manufacture of the cheap goods

IMPORTERS MEET AND:~ PROTEST—THE

Secretary Windom seems to have appreciated 


way, to provide fora grand combination licht- 
eraxe and underground railroad’ system of dis- 
tribution which should do away with all future 
employment of wagona, horses, and, according 
to his notion, their no less obnoxious drivers. 
Under the able management of the customs 
officials of the port the combined syatem, with 
its flotilla of tugs, barges,.and lighters, and its 
trains of cars and engines—electric, pneumatic, 
or otherwise—would afford employment for an 
army of able-bodied voters, who would form an 
agreeable working force for the running of the 
Republican machine in a city that has always 
been the stronghold of the ne gene ps 

A by no means disagreeable reflection in con- 
nection with this scheme was that the cost of it 
would fali exclusively upon the proscribed 1m- 

orttrade. And the heavier the burden the 
ess the volume of import business; the less the 
volume of import business the greater the vol- 
ume of domestic business—and tnat would 
please the patrons of the Secretary. Thus the 
wind that biew ills to the importers would blow 
good to the domestic manufacturers. 

Whether Secretary Windom was in earnest 
when he suegeated the underground raiiroad 
acbeme of distribution of cases from the Ap- 
praiser’s Stores or not, it is deemed preposter- 
ous by every person acquainted with transpor- 
tation in New-York City to suppose that the 
present volume of business of the Appraiser’s 
Stores could be transacted from Bowling Green 
by the use of trucks and other vehicies as at 
present. Some other means of moving the 
vases must have been considered, and it is not 
inconsistent with the peculiar choice of the 
Bowling Green site to imagine an underground 
railroad reaching the dry goods district from 
the sub-basement of the new Appraiser's Stores 
at the Battery, barring the fact that the tunnel 
would be in danger of occasional inundation. 

The course of business as at present transact- 
eG at the Appraiser’s Stores shows that from 
three hundred and fifty to four hundred thou- 
sand packages 0. imported merchandise, large 
and smail, go to the stores for examination aud 
Bppraisoment every year, or about twelve hun- 
dred and tiftv every working day. The law re- 
quires that out of every importation on a single 
bill of lading at least one case in ten must be 
seat to tbe Appraiser’s Stores for examination, 
and that aii sample or other packages that are 
imported without bill of lading or entry must 
also go there. The practice of the administra- 
tion, however, has always been to send a larger 
proportion of cases ont of a large importation 
to the Appraiser's Stores. The recent record ot 
a large importing house has been as follows: 
Twenty-one cases out of one importation of 86, 
3 out of another of 8,1 out of 3, 15 0outof 62, 
d4outor 7, 20 out of 93,and 19 out of 77 were 
ordered to the Appraiser’s Stores, showing thus 
that in the dry goods trade an average of one 
case in four was sent to the Appraiser’s stores. 

The average number of cases conveyed away 
from tie Appraiser’s Stores per wagon is saia by 
an importer of twenty years’ experience to be 
not wore than three, thus making a daily aver- 
age of at least four bundred loads of merehan- 
dise going away from the Appraiser’s Stores to 
the nwporters’ establishments every working 
Gay. On this point W. J. Fryer, Superintendent 
of Repairs of Public Buildings, who has been 
active in booming the Bowling Green site, re- 
ported on separate occasions to the supervising 
arebitect as follows: ‘“ Trucks are in line 
hours at atime awaiting their turn. Some four 
packages a minute forevery working hour in 
each day represents the trucking business at 
the Appraiser’s Stores. * * * Inround num- 
bers, 300,000 packager, large and small, go to 
the Appraiser’s Stores each year.” Surveyor 
Beattic, also an advocate of the Bowling Green 
site—because he has an elavorate lighterage 
pian—says: ‘Tue average numberof packages 
reveived daily at the public stores is 1,200." 

The cartage of merchandise from the steamer 
docks and general order stores to the Apprais- 
er’s Stores is accomplished without avoidable 
delay. It1s8 done by contractors at the expense 
pf the Gover :ment, and as they need not keep 
the proper:y separated according to ownership, 
they make their truckluvads as large as they can 
and thus speedily accomplish the cartaye to the 
Appraiser’s stores. It is the cartage out of the 
Appraiser’s Stores that is attended with all the 
diiticulties of delay, congestion, und consequent 
eXpeuse, and that has raised the demand for a 
new warehouse. But these very dilficuities 
woald be multiplied by the location of the 
Wa:ebouse on the Bowling Green site. 

“it wili take three. times as many trucks to 
do our Custeum House cartage,” said an im- 
porter ye-ierday, * if Secretary Windom’s plan 
xOv- through, than it does it does at present. 
T.i.e cartage irom the docks of such cases as do 
no gv to the Appraiser’s Stores would be the 
Same as at present. But the present stores are 
siiuated relatively within theimportiug district. 
‘They are reached by numbers of cross streets 
and by longitudinal thoroughfares that are still 
comparatively open, and in which there is no 
Ovigestion of traftic to interfere with the free 
trausli of vehicles. But let any one try to drive 
up town from Bowling Green on # business day 
abi pote the tedious and all but interminable 
procesa of moving a heavily-laden vehicle 
through either Broadway or  Greeuwich 
or West Broadway or. Church-street, or 
even Washbiigivn and West streets, and then, 
if he can, imagine the addition of a thousand 
more trucks to the slowly-moving caravan. 
Tiree bundred trucks can do the work from 
the present, as they could from any neigbbor- 
ing site, but they can each make three or four 
trips a day on the average. From Bowling 
Green they could not make more than one or, 
in exceptional cases, two trips a day, and 
therefore we would have to hire at least three 
trucks to do the work that one does now. You 
Cau readily see that this would increase the ex- 
pense of our trucking threefold. 

“Now let me show you how the scheme of 
Secretary Windom’s will work. Take an im- 
portation of English goods, for instance, They 
are landed atauy one of the big steamship 
docks along the North River. The Appraiser 
picks out of our importation of eighty cases 
twenty to go to the Appraiser’s warehouse 
down at Bowling Green. After the steamsnip 
is unloadea a Government lighter runs up to 
the dock ani the cases are put on board. The 
liguter steams duwn river to the Barge Office 
duck, The goods are unloaded into a receiving 
store. From there they ure transported as 
needed by a tunnel railroad underground or an 
elevated railroad over the tracks of the Metro- 
——_ Elevated Road to the Appraiser’s ware- 

ouse. A tunnel must of necessity be below 
tide- water level, but that is a difficulty that I 
suppose the Secretary has provided against. 

**Now when the Appraiser gets through with 
the goods we are notified to send for them. Our 
truckmen are votitied accordingly. They start 
with av empty wagon for the Bowling Green 
warebuuse, for there are no customers down 
town‘to whom a loadof goods could be delivered 
on the way. After tevsiously worming their 
‘way down they get their loads and start back, 
al.inabunch It is the busiest hour of the 
day, and ati the thoroughfares are crowded to 
their utmost capacity with vehicles. One truck 
woul! suttice to haul the entire twenty cases 
away from the present stores in a day, for it 
could inake four trips, but we would have to 
send fuur trucks down to Bowling Green to ac- 
couipiish the same purpose, Making necessary 
provision fur four limes as many trucks in the 
Lew Warehouse that now gather daily arouna 
the vid one. ‘Yhis will add at the lowest calcu- 
lation ove thousand vebicles—anda weer are 
elu: 8 , slow-moving, heavily-lagen affairs—to 
the S.ream that passes through the narrow 
th 10 zhfares from the eggs Dorthward all 
thi: uch the business hours. hen the trip is 
fivi- hed and the goods are delivered at our store 
the eum bas done all it can do that day.”

President Delafield said that the meeting had 
been called to take action against the selection 
of the Bowling Green site for the Appraiser’s 
Stores.

Chairman W. E. Smith explained that when 
the matter was in hand before, the committee 
nad done its work thoroughly. It had put tuto 
the protest, now on file in Washington, the véry 
strongest arguments against the Bowling Green 
site, and with the form of that protest the Ex- 
change had expressed satisfaction. 80 the com- 
mittee had decided to submit a copy of that 
document as the most effective argument for 
use On the present occasion. 

It at once became evident that such action 
would not suit all opponents of the Bowling 
Green site. J. H. Seymour said this protest 
hardly met the case at the present time. Jonn 
A. Smith thought all that could be done had 
been done already. The old protest was in the 
hands of the Secretary of the Treasury. H. K. 
Miller did not believe Secretary Windom had 
seen the document at all, though it was in the 
archives of his department. He wanted to 
adopt the recommendation of the.committee. 
He hoped the carmen would also file a protest. 
William Jeffreys thought a new expression of 
sentiment was necessary. He moved that the 
matter be referred back to the committee, with 
a fresh request to frame such an expression. 

This motion was seconded and came before 
the Exchange. Then D. B. Carr, the most 
active of the Produce Exchange men, moved to 
lay the whole matter on the table. Washington 
Winsor seconded the motion.

By a very narrow 
margin the motion to lay on the table prevailed, 
and, of course, the meeting adjourned without 
further action.

They 
said plainly that the real sentiments of the 
Mercantile Exchange would yet be put on rec- 
ord; that anotber meeting would be heldin a 
few days, and that this would not be controlled 
by members of the Produce Exchange. 





FORCES CU! 
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MANY CASTLE GARDEN AND WARD'S 
ISLAND EMPLOYES DISCHARGED. 


The Emigration Commission held its monthly 
meeting yesterday in a much calmer and more 
deliberative spirit than prevailed at the previ- 
ous session. To be sure, Commissioner Rorke 
was absent, but the elements of the same strug- 
gle as that which raged on the last occasion on 
which the board came together were present in 
the persons of Commissioner Stephenson and 
Commissioner Hauselt. 

President Ridgway called attention to the 
fact that he had been served with papers in a 
suit brought by Messrs. Hauselt and Rorke, ex 


officio members of the board, to compel the 
board to recognize their votes cast at the pre- 
vious meeting on a motion reiating to a reduc- 
tion of fores in Castle Garden. The Attorney 
General of the State will Fepresent the commis- 
sion in this sult, which will be argued on Sept. 
24 in the Supreme Court. 

On the motion of Commissioner Stephenson 
the resolution was rescinded which was passed 
at the previous meeting allowing employes of the 
Labor Bureau to enter ths ro:unda of the Gar- 
den. Mr. Hauselt, as a partisan of the Lavor 
Bureau, woved, on the other hand, that no per- 
son be allowed to bire an immigraut without do- 
ing 80 through the Labor Bureau or having the 
fact entered in the buoks of the bureau. This 
motion, together with charges brought by cer- 
tain immiyzrants against Superintenuent Simp- 
son and otuer officiuls in the Garden, was re- 
ferred to the Cas.le Garden Committee, It was 
voted, however, that hereafter all immigrants 
who obtainea empivywent before leaving the 
Garden svould have a recuru of that fact made 
by Secretary Jackson. ‘ 

Commissioner Stephenson then introduced 
the sensation of the day in the shapeol are- 
port from the Castle Garden and Ward’s Island 
Commit.ees, recommending a radical reduction 
of the force both at the Garden anu on the I[sl- 
and Mr, Stephenson said that the annual re- 
portof the commission for the year 18338 suowed 
that 370.822 alien eee had been landed 
at Castle Garien. The expenditure of the com- 
mission On behalf of these imwigrapts amounted 
to $196,586 13, or 53 cents per capita ior each 
passenver landed. Of this expenditure 
$53,957 63, or 14149 cents per passepger, was 
inciuded in the item of salaries. On Warii’s 
Island, with & daily average nuwber o! inmates 
of 304, the cost for saiaries was $31,846 07, or 
28.7 cents perinmate. The cost for subsistence 
was 60.4 cents percapita. The pay roll during 
this year showed that there was one employe tu 
every three and one-third inmates. 

Arguing from these tigures, with the added 
facts that tu-day on Ward’s Island there are 
abouttwo and one-half inmates to every em- 
ploye, and that the amount of immigration for 
the year will show a decrease of 80,000, Com- 
missioner Stephenson concluded that the cost 
per capita for the year 1889 will be 671g cents, 
or 1742 cents over the bead tax paid into the 
United States Treasury Department. This 
would leave the commission $3u,898 85 out of 
pocket for the year, and consequeatiy a reduc- 
tion in expenditures to correspond with the 
falling off in immigration was, he thought, ud- 
visable. 

This report wasa result of a request mate by 
President Ridgway to the two committees, it hav- 
ing seemed to him that a material reduction in the 
forces and expenses was advisable, It was ac- 
cepted with no particular opposition, and a list 
of thirty-two employes on Ward's Island, includ- 
ing Dr. Merrill, were struck off the commission’s 

ay roll, to take their discharges, dating from 

ct. 1. The reduction in salaries amounted to 
$6,745 50. At Castie Garden Register Clerk A. 
Gallo, salary $1,000; C. Raven, saiary $1,000; J. 
O’vallahan, salary, $480; Theodore Rothen- 
berg, salary $730—clerks in the Information 
Bureau; Gatekeepers C. F. Kindluna, E. Labish-

list at Castie Garden was $11,680. Commis- 
sioner Ulrich made a feeble objection to these 
two measures, and said, after the meeting, that 
the whole matter was ‘‘a put-up job,” and that 
good men were discharged while poor ones were 
Tetained. Politically there can, however, be 
little said in a ge to the removals, as the men 
removed are all Republicans, and their remov- 
al was indorsed by Commissioners Stephenson, 
Hurlbut, and Starr, all Republicans. 

Au investigation of sowe charges made by a 
number of Italian emigrant agents, against the 
Castie Garden Express, Bernard Biglin’s con- 
tract wita the Emigration Commissioner, was 
begun before the Castie Garden Committee. It 
wae claimed in several instances that Biglin’s 
meu had charged double rates on baggage held 
by them. Thecase will be decided ata later 
meeting. itis widely hinted that Mr. Biglin is 
likely to lose the contract he holds before long.

SUIT..TO RESTRAIN THE NEW-YORE 
STEAM-HEATING COMPANY. 


Papers have been prepared in a suit to re- 
strain the. New-York Steam-Heating Company 
from maintaining a nuisance and for damages 
to business property by reason of their defect- 
ive mains, There is a strong probability that 
the complaint will be served within a week. 
The coptemplated proceedings are the result of 
mature deliberation and able legal advice, and 
the plaintitfs feel confident of their ability to 


show cause why an injunction order should be | 


granted and the defendant corporation be made 
to pay an indemnity. 

Ever since the steam-heating company got its 
charter to lay mains and open streets, Row Cov- 
ering a period of about seven years, complaints 
have been heard in many quarters. These be- 


ed its territory, but they amounted to little 
more than complaints. The company is a mo- 
nopolistic concern, and has a characteristic dis- 
regurd of the public, Any one who has ever 
had any occasion to complain to the company 
will bear out the statement that if he got any- 
thing like satisfaction it was a mighty ditticult 
tusk. Persons who have written about their 
grievances have reasun to believe that their 
letters found their way into the waste basket. 
Persons with crievances who have called at the 
Otlices of the vompany were either turned away 
on the plea that the particular officials were out 


or were given a respectable hearing and prom- 
ised immediate relief, which either came late or 
not at all 

One of the curious things about the concern 
is that it hus never issued w report and has an- 
nounced through its President, on more than 
one occasion, that it has never paid a dividend, 
owing to the heavy expense of maintaining the 
plant, Necessary repairs in the past seven 
deren + are reputed to have cost the company 

undreds of thousands oc dollars. Yet this los- 
ing Corpuration is kept up and blocks of the 
stock are sold from time to time to investors 
who don’t know as mucb as they ought to. The 
company bolds that its pipe laying at the start 
Was al experiment, and as w consequence a 
large proportion of it has been or must be re- 
placved.by improved material. 

All this time, however, the company has been 
permitted to go ahead enlarging its plant until 
now its leaky mains cover underground ramiti- 
catious equivalent to tifteen miles. The com- 
pany claims to supply steam to 500 engines 
aud 600 different consumers, They have two 
stations, Station B 1s the block bounded by 
Cortlandt, Dey, Greenwich, and Washington 
streets, whence the mains run under parts of 
the principal down-town thoroughfares, nota- 
biy Broadway, Greenwich, William, and 1nter- 
secting streets from Bowling Green to Duune- 
street. Station J, iu the residential part of the 
city, furnishes steam in territory from the 
Cathedral Hill to and including Lenox Hill, 
through WFitth-avonue, Madison-avenue, and 
lateral streets. 

The company has little trouble in inducing 
property owners to become pairons for econo- 
mical reasons, but many patrons have found 
the representations of the corporation misleud- 
ing and it has cost them mouey to repair, dam- 
age caused by escaping steam. 

The plaintiffs in the proposed suit for an in- 
unction and damages are the owners & several 
arge office buildings, the foundations and vault 
walls for which were constructed long before 

the steam-leating company came into exist- 
ence. Lhe defective mains are laid so close to 
these private properties that the continual es- 
cape Of steam causes excessive heat and woist- 
ure in the basements, cellars, and vaults. Yes- 
terdsay: @ TIMES reporter entered the 
basement of one mammoth office build- 
ing aud was amazed at, the condition 
ot the walls and the mperature of 
the air. There could be no doubt that both 
were due to the cause stated. The street wall 
is tour feet thick, of brick and cement. In one 
place clouds of steam percolated through from 
the street. In another placea pyrometer laid 
against the wail registered 270°. There were 
spots where the hand could not be pressed a 
second, The plaster was stained and could be 
picked off like s0 much damp wall paper, The 
ceiling was 80 Wwoist that it dripped like a leaky 
root, All the ironwork, originally painted white, 
was discolored and rusty. The owner built a 
reservoir under ground, with a capacity for two 
days’ supply of tiltered Croton, expecting that 
if there ever came an emergency he would be 
prepared. The escaping steam from the 
street mains has practically made the 
reservoir water untit for use. The capacity of 
the coal vault is 300 tons, but it has beep re- 
duced one-half because no trimmers can live in 
an atmosphere of 137°. Yesterday in this vault 
the girders and arches were dripping with 
moisture and clouds of steam floated through 
the perforated sidewalk hole covers. The out- 
side steaw has, according to experts, disintegrat- 
ed the wall masonry to such an extent that it 
will be necessary to reconstruct 1t when the 
nuisance is abated. 

Other buildings visited along the line of the 
steam-beating cowpany presented a similar 
effect from heat and steam. The complaining 
property owners declare that they mean busi- 
ness in this proposed crusade against the con- 
ceru responsible for the damaging uuisance and 
will test the case even to the highest court. 


GEN. ROBBINS WAS RI1GH1., 


HIS DECISION AT THE CREEDMOOR 
MEETING ACCORDING TO THE RULES, 


A dispatch from Pittsburg in respect of a let- 
ter written by Lieut. Robert ©. Patterson, 
Quartermaster of the Fourteenth Regiment 
Pennsylvania National Guard, in which itis 
stated that the decision in the recent interaa- 
tional military match at Cree imoor by the ex- 
ecutive officer of the National Rifle Association 
was “aclearcaseof robbery” on the part of 
Gen. Robbins, claims attention. 

From the statement of Gen. Robbins it ap- 
pears that the protest of Pennsylvania is wholly 
without foundation. “It was agreed,’’ says 
Gen. Robbins, ‘‘ that a minute a shot should be 
allowed the competing teams. At 200 yards we 
shot the Inter-State and the Hilton Trophy 


matches in conjunction. Two targets were as- 
signed to each team, which gave us seventeen 
Shots to be fired by six men, or 102 in the ag- 
gregate. The two hours from 10 tu 12 real- 
ly allowed one minute and forty-two sec- 
onds per shot. The match was- begun 
at 10:15. New-York had two protested 
shots, for one of which two minutes and the 
other three minutes were allowed. Massachu- 
setts and Pennsylvania each protested one 
shot, thereby gaining an allowance of three 
minutes, In addition to this it was found 
necessary to provide a further allowance ot fif- 
teen minutes for retouching the targets in con- 
sequence of the rain. This would have re- 
one that New-York should have finished at 
2:35 and Massachusetts at 12:33, respect- 
ively. As a matter of 
York completed its off-shoulder score at 
12:18 and Massachusetts and Pennsylvania at 
12:10. In the afternoon pool targets were 
opened at 1 o’clock on the understanding that 
gg, vei to be closed at 1:45. It was proposed 
to begin snooting the second stage of the 
matches at 2 o’clock. Col. Rockwell came to 
me and wanted to know if the time of opening 
could not be advanced. I was willing to accom- 
modate him, and as a result the shooting began 
at 500 yards at 1:58 instead of 2 o’clock. We thus 
gained two minutes, [ had informed the Captains 
of the contesting teams that three hours would 
be allowed forthe firing of the 144 shots on 
each target. This arrangement would have 
necessitated the closing of the matches at 4:58. 
Ten minutes were, however, allowed for chang- 
ing distances between 500 and 600 yards, 
which brought the fina} time of shoting to 5:08. 
New-York finished its team score at 6:05. 
Massachusetts, at the expiration of the time 
limit, had one and Pennsylvania two shots to 
fire. Promptly at 5:08 I directed the horn to 
be sounded. Atthat time I had no kuowleage 
whatever as to how the scores stood, as bas 
been my invariable custom.”

Weller to have been yesterday a spectator of 
the Ives trial, the proceedings would not have 
failed to fill him wito admiration. They would 
have made it utterly impossible for him to cast 
upon the defendant’s counsel the historic re- 


veloped, and harmonious alibi that it com- 


the value of the evidence supplied by the State’s 
principal witness, Woodrufk 

This alibi sought to destroy Woodruff’s story 
that he, Ives, and Stayner, when they arrived 
from Cincinnati June 21,1886, went in Stay- 
ner’s carriage to his house in Brooklyn and had 
breakfast there as a tonic preliminary to Wood- 
ruff’s filling out and Stayner’s signing stock 
certificates which were subsequently fraudu- 
lently issued. The alibi was a surprise. The 
first intimation of it was given in Mr. Brooke’s 
opening address, in which, after discussing the 
character of the testimony of Woodruff, he an- 
nounced that, in reply to a portion of tnat 
testimony, he would prove that neither Ives, 


Stayner, nor Woodruff was pear Stayner’s house 
on the morning of June 21, 1886; that they 
did uot breakfast there together; that Stayner 
leit the carriage which took him, his wife, and 
his daughter from the ferry at the Equitable 
Building, and that Ives and Woodruff went that 
morning and. had breakfast together at Proc- 
tor’s. He promised to prove this by the evi- 
dence of a npncnontg “3 ely nang ane when the 
roper time came he kept his word, 
nas opening his address he insisted that the 
jury were nov trying the general management 
or wismanagement of a railroad, but the simple 
narrow issue of whether the defendant had 
with intent to defraud and without authority 
issued certain shares of the railroad stock, of 
which the only direct evidence had been sup- 
lied by Woodruff. If they did not believe 
Woodruit they must acquit Ives; to convict 
him they must necessarily believe Woodruff, 
tinding that the shares were issued in the way 
the latter described. The natural inquiry 
would be: Was Woodruff an honest and truth- 
ful man? He was a codefendant in the crim- 
inal proceedings and an accomplice in any 
crime that might have been committed, and his 
being taken before the Grand Jury to supply 
evidence on which himself was to be indicted 
was @ proceeding urheard of before; certainly 
one which had never before occurred in the 
District Attorney’s office. Five distinct umes, 
without a movement of a muscle of his face, 
without blenching and without any indication of 
shame, he had confessed on the stand to the 
commission of willful and corrupt perjury. His 
recollection of all the details of his story of the 
alleged offense was wonderfully clear, but when 
cross-examined he did not know or could not 
remember things outside of what he had 
stified. 
Mr. Brooke devoted some attention to Mr.

It did not compete with other 
bands, nor is authority granted to anybody to 
solicit engagements forit. It is said that a bill 
introduced in the House by the late 8. 8S. Cox 
forbidding military bands to interfere with 
civilian bands is now in the hands of the Senate 
Military Committee, 





TRIED TO SELL A STOLEN MAIL LIST.

HEALTH COMMISSIONER AND 
SERVICE BOARD AT ODDS. 


A controversy bas afisen between Health 
Commissioner Griffin of Brooklyn and the local 
Civil Service Commission over the action of the 
former in appointing twenty physicians to serve 
as sanitary inspectors during the Summer 
months.. They were selected by the Health 
Commissioner, and were to get $250 a day 
each. They put in their bills for eighteen days’ 
work during July, and Commissioner - Griffin 
approved them,. They were forwarded to 
Auditor Rutan, who was about to audit them, 
when he received a letter from the Civil Service 
Commission ordering him to throw the bills 


out, as they were illegal anor were at once 
returned to Commissioner Griffin. 

Edward M. Shepard, the President of the 
Civil Service Commission, expiained why he 
and his associates had taken steps in tne mat- 
ter. ‘“* The trouble dates back to 1888,” he said, 
“when through some mistake the sanitary in- 
Spectors were not selected from the regular 
eligible lists, Tne appointments that had been 
wade in another manner were declared uniaw- 
ful and were terminated. Last January the 
Health Commissioner informed us that all 
future appointments would be made from our 

On them were the names of a fine bod 
of young physicians, but, notwithstanding t 
fact, Dr. Griffin subsequently asked permission 
to muke some appointments without respect to 
these lists. The Mayor and this board consid- 
ered the matter aud decided that such appoint- 
ments would be illegal. 

“ Nevertheless, the unlawful appointments, 
were made, but it was not until the bilis of 
these young doctors were presented that this 
board knew of the matter. Steps were at once 
taken to prevent the payment of the bills.. No 
claims have yet been put in for services during 
August.” 

Mr. Griffin said yesterday that he had in- 
formed Mayor Chapin early in July of the ex- 
istence of epidemics among cbildren and of the 
necessity of the appointment of a special corps 
of physicians, saying at the same time that 
there was no suitable olvil list from which it 
could be made. He said that he got the consent 
of the Mayor, as provided for in regulation 2 
of the civil service laws, but he did not get it in 
writing, as this regulation says he must. Dr. 
Griffin did not care to say anything about the 
possibility of his young physicians getting their 
money.
